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Reforming the Deputies 


HE Board of Deputies will consider, next Sunday, the 
recommendations presented by its Special Committee on 
Administration. The Committee's sole function was to 

inquire into the administrative machinery of the Bourd, “ with 
particular reference to its effectiveness for dealing with the 
problems created by the present crisis.” Within the narrow 
confines of its instructions, it has produced a carefully reasoned 
report, written in an objective spirit, and dictated by an obvious 
desire to offer the best guidance in the achievement of an 
important public purpose. For their painstaking labours, the 
Chairman of the Committee (Mr. S. Rowson) and his colleagues 
have earned the sincere thanks of the Board and the Com. 
munity. We are bound to say, however, that the proposals 
they offer are of a highly debatable character. 

Let us glance at them, as briefly as our space permits. The 
Committee, taking into consideration the precarious position of 
Jews in foreign countries, suggests the “complete separation of 
the Board's administrative functions and activities into two 
separate departments,” one of them concerned with home and 
the other with foreign affairs. This, in turn, is to entail the 
setting up of a separate ‘secretary and staff for each depart- 
ment, in addition to the general clerical staff. We cannot bring 
ourselves to believe that this bureaucratic growth is+warranted 
by facts. There is not sufficient work in the domestic sphere 
to justify the creation of special and costly machinery, and, 
even with the difficult and uncertain conditions prevailing 
abroad, we are unable to agree that a highly capable individual, 
supported by an equally competent assistant, cannot combine 
in his own hands the secretarial responsibilities involved in the 
Board's conduct of both domestic and foreign affairs. It may 
be, of course, that such things as the growth of hostile propa- 
ganda in this country may bring about an increase of the work 
in the domestic sphere, but a reorganised Press and Informa- 
tion Committee, as to which separate proposals are made, 
should have no difliculfy in taking care of that extra labour. 
without unduly burdening the Secretariat. We hold, therefore, 
that the present secretarial provision is sufficient, and if any 
doubts are felt as to the competence of the existing personnel, 
as to which we have no information, the Board is entitled, in 
the public interest, to replace it, just as- any other public body 
can legitimately claim to do in similar circumstances. The 
Law and Parliamentary Committee has approved the separa- 
tion proposal by the casting vote of the Chairman, and then on 
the sole condition that the increased expenditure is found. We 
believe that if these increased resources are available there are 
more useful and urgent purposes to which they could be put. 

‘We turn to the recommendation for the separation of the 
oftices of the Presidency of the Board and the Chairmanship of 
the Board's meetings. Considered on purely democratic 
grounds, there is obviously much to be said for it. The fact is, 
however, that the Board does not conform, and never has, to 
the strict democratic model. It admits members for far-away 
congregations which have never seen their representatives, any 
more than their representatives have seen them. It conducts 
its most important work, foreign affairs, in partnership with a 
purely private body—-an alliance which the Committee proposes 
to continue, but which would be unthinkable in any democrati- 
cally governed country. Further, the Board, unlike other 
Parliaments, has no real Opposition, and no necessity, there- 
fore, to appoint an impartial speaker to hold the scales evenly 
in debate between two or more parties. It may very well 
happen that all these conditions will change, and that one day 
the Board will blossom forth as a truly democratic institution. 
We should be glad to see it. But until that far-off day dawns, 
we have to make the best of the Board as it exists at 
present, In the absence of a democratic party. system 
the President has, for generations, presided at the meetings. 
That arrangement, it is argued, has added to the weight and 
the dignity of his office, and there is something to be said for 
this contention, though the combination of duties also adds to 
the tax on the President's vitality. Perhaps the real objection 


to the dual responsibility is that it imposes on the Chairman 
the invidious and irritating duty of presiding over attacks on 
himself and his policies, and, human nature being what it is, 
disgruntled opponents may refuse to believe in lis stark 
impartiality. In addition, the President is constantly tempted 
to get on his feet and reply to criticism, and there is no one to 
say him nay. But we are constrained to remark that in both 
these difficulties the President of the Board has the case for 
the union of the two offices very much in his own hands. 

The most important remaining recommendation is that for 
the creation of a small Executive Committee, consisting of the 
executive officers, the chairmen of three committees, and two 
members elected by the Board. The proposal is largely dictated 
by the “indefensible” fact that the President has no formal 
responsibility to a number-of colleagues, and the further facts 
that the executive officers have no right or title to intervene 
with the President in decisions of policy and the President is 
under no obligation to consult them.. This establishes some- 
thing like a one-man responsibility, and the situation is 
not really relieved by the information that the President 
keeps “some” of the executive officers regularly informed 
and always confers with “some of them” every 
important occasion. This, in fact, means that he chooses 
his own people to advise him, and it says nothing about the 
feelings of the others who are excluded .from the charmed 
circle. But suppose an additional Committee—an Executive 
Jommittee—is now set up. What will be its relations with the 
existing Committees of the Board? If it is to take decisions of 
policy, what will the present Committees have to do? If they 
happen to take different views from those of the Executive 
Committee will arguments and friction arise and will such differ- 
ence expedite the business of the Board and increase the 
smoothness of its working? We could, ina rigidly democratic 
system, understand an Executive Committee, comparable to the 
Cabinet, embarking on certain policies and coming to. the

We are 
mnelmed to believe that this factor may be exaggerated, But provi- 
sion could be made for it, and an explanation be conveyed to the 
first meeting of the Committee, to which the President should 


certainly report fully. 


For the rest, the recommendations of the\| Administration 
Committee for the creation of a propaganda department, with a 
full-time and paid seeretary of journalistic ability and expert- 
ence, is a salutary -and urgent proposal which we trust will be 
approved. Part of this work is being very efficiently discharged 
at the moment by a Joint Committee of the Deputies and the 
B'nai B'rith, and that fact, will no doubt be considered if the 
new department is set on foot. We would also suggest that 
the new body should examine the desirability of copying an 
American precedent and setting up a Jewish Information Bureau 
to which Gentiles could apply for rehable guidanee on Jewish 
life and affairs.

Germany’s Twilight 


[* anybody wishes to realise the full magnitude of the calamity 

which has descended upon Germany under the Nazi regime, | 
recommend him to read the article headed “ Dictatorship of the 
Mind,” which the distinguished German anthor, Heinrich Mann, 
now in exile, contributes to the current issue of FORFIGN AFFAIRS. 
it reads like a new ~ Decline and Fall,” written, not in retrospect, 
of Rome, but prophetically of Germany. No indictment more 
penetrating or scathing has been formulated of the new system 
which has placed a once great, intellectual and creative people 
»nder the heel of aggressive mediocrity obsessed by false doctrine, 
which has arrested the free play of human thought, and which 
has martyred the leading thinkers. Most onlookers at the 
ierman disaster have seen it from the world point of view. It has 
appeared to them as a throw-back to medieval days when men 
were denied, under pain of the rack or the stake, the right to reason, 
whether in religion or science or any other field of the intellect. 
(hey have recognised in it the old fatal inhibition which would, if 
‘t bad had its way, have kept mankind in benighted ignorance and 
left it te rot in stagnation. They know that Thou Shalt Not Think " 
is a sentence of death on all human progress, and they have feared 
the influence of German example upon the whole future of human 
«ivancement.. But in Heinrich Mann's pages, the tragedy is seen to 
be primarily Germany's own. They arp eloquent of the twilight of 
the German Godt. 


EVER, says Mann, have human beings been so deeply convinced 

as the Nazis of the single virtue of material facts. To them a 
nation is a race, determined zoologically, which can be moditied 
at will by sterilisation, outlawry and other coercive measures. 


Similarly, thought becomes materialised in their. hands and is. 


simply a mechanism conveniently placed at the disposal of the 
strongest. Only official truths are admitted, and only such creative 
work as happens to serve the purpose of the authorities. Every- 
thing in the arts and sciences which contradicts or goes beyond 
the Nazi doctrine is looked upon as non-existent, simply by 
reason of the fact that the artists and thinkers concerned: have 
left Germany. Having eliminated all opposition, the Govern. 
ment is far from regretting the loss of eminent personalities 
which added to the permanent glory of the country. It is delighted 
to have to deal only with minds which are timid, with talents so 
mediocre that they can easily be directed. The method of selection 
is to ask all artists and writers to reply in writing to the two essen. 
tial questions: Are you Aryan? Do you undertake to support the 
national governinent with all your strength? Anyone who refuses 
to sign immediately loses his public; there is no longer any audience 
in Germany to which he can address himself. 


HE next thing is that the tiovernment proceeds to organise the 
subservient tools, “hoping, by lumping them into a mass, to 
make up for the lack of. individual distinetion.” Second-raters 
head the intellectual groups or unions, which are gathered 
in a General Cultural Union, presided ovef by the ineffable 
Minister of Propaganda, Goebbels. This person, says Mann, could 
not, on the basis of his own ability, interest a thousand readers in 
his plays and novels. But, having created nothing, he has at last 
propagandised himself into existence.’ Goebbels stands on the 
pinnacle of the crazy Nazi structure, the new symbol of the 
(ierman intellect. He informed his Cultural Union that till 
tlitler arose the German literary public had been rapidly 
dwindling. He quite ignored dozens of proofs to the contrary, 
hooks like “All Quiet on the Western Front,’ for instance, 
which sold a million copies in the Reich alone, or Thomas 
Mann's “ Buddenbrooks,’ which reached a like total in a single 
cheap edition. It is under the Nazis that the Germans have 
lost the habit of reading. Partly this seems to be because their 
time is oceupied in pro-Hitler demonstrations, military night 
marches and the rest of the circuses provided to help them forget 
the pangs of an empty stomach. “Every German,” says Mann 
bitterly, “is conseripted for life. Never being alone for a minute, 
how can he think ?”’ Goebbels expects him to be interested in the 
kind of literature dubbed “heroic romanticism.” But the public 
knows nothing about it, and, in its heart of hearts, probably cares 
just as little. ‘“‘ The nation to whom these writings are addressed 
is neither romantic nor heroic. It has been stuffed with lies, 
but is not more heroic on that account. It has been steeped in 
violence and braggadocio, but that is far from heroism.” 


ONFRONTED with this silent, sullen resistance, the Nazis, 
after their kind, apply force. Hitler's method, we are told, 

'$ Summed up in a sentence: “If you refuse to buy our books, we 
shall compel you to; otherwise you will lose your job.” And as 
Hitler is publisher of “Mein Kampf,” as well as its author, and 
is also in a good strategic position as Chancellor and the 
owner of the chief party newspaper, he ig enabled to turn 


at 


his wretched farrago into a ~ best seller.” According to Mr. 
Mann, radio owners have actually been gaoled for giving 
up their receiving sets because they grew sick and tiréd 
of hearing the same old Nazi speeches over and over again. “The 
regime imposes its own Press and will tolerate no other. Its aim is 
to keep the onter world of thought from penetrating into Germany.” 
How successful it has been, the recent death of the two-centuries- 
old VossiscHe demonstrates. The “imposed Press which 
survived bores its readers to tears. It is said that hundreds of 
thousands of Germans have stopped buying papers at all. Thousands 
have stopped advertising. Provincial journals are “ dying off like 
flies’ and the circulation of one of the leading Berlin papers is 
said to have fallen from 260,000 to less than 50.000 per day. 
According to a recent calculation, cited in THe TIMES, some 
350 newspapers have ceased publication voluntarily in 12 months, 
apart from over 1,000 which have been suppressed. “ Literature. 
drama and moving pictures are strictly controlled. Only propagan- 
dist movies are now permitted, camouflaged, of course, if they are 
intended for export.’ The Judenrein theatres are deserted: not 
even Gioethe is immune from the paws of the Nazi ass. There is 
nothing for playgoers to pay their money for. The censorship is 
over everything. Heine, more than’ a hundred years ago, wrote 
the best description of it in his “ Reisebilder.’ He devoted a 
whole chapter to it, which consisted of just this:

N the last year, as Mr. I. A. Hirschmann mentions in the latest 
(American) book on Germany, “Nazism—An Assault on 
Civilisation,’ nothing of. scientific or academic importance has 
come out of Germany. The works which are published are no 
longer read in America, because the people in American universities 
feel that the German seholars who remain in Germany are unde: 
such repression that everything they write must perforce be coloured 
and falsified by the Nazi outlook.

in which thought and creation are no longer free. Economically in 
decline, Germany is also culturally impoverished. These are the 
real fruits of the Hitler dictatorship, as we contemplate them to-day. 
Worst of all, the youth were debauched, till they drove their 
eminent prefessors out to starvation or suicide. “Controlled 
thought has,” says Mr. Mann, “distorted the minds of whole 
generations of young folk, and it leaves them no time for learning. 
Indeed, students of National Socialist opinions have had to be 
granted special facilities at their examinations. So many scholars 
of great distinction have left the country that the world,a few years 
hence, seems destined to witness the mental decline of a nation 
which might have continued to be distinguished in all domains 
of scholarship and science, abstract as well as applied. . . . And 
at the same time, the spiritual springs of the nation are destroyed 
by lies and hypocrisy.” 


HAT are the chances of this edifice of oppression and deceit 
tumbling to the ground? Mr. Mann tells us of an inherent 
danger. One digadvantage of controlled thought, he points out, is 
the absence of safety valves. “ They have all been closed. 
is no criticism, there are no warnings. 
unannounced.

Catastrophes can approach 
History has recorded, times without number, the 
dangers and degradations caused by the suppression of fre dom 


of conscience.” Nevertheless, the Nazis, in our author's opinion, 


are “powerfully entrenched.” They will last, he thinks, and 
they will make the most of their opportunities before they 
disappear. Yet disappear they will, he declares, and free thought 


will survive them. On that score, too, he urges, history leaves no 
doubt. He points to the revolt of the Churches. The intellectuals, 
also, he believes, will one day realise their humiliation and react 
against it. We cannot lightly put aside these conclusions. The 
time may be short or long. But dictatorships are mortal. I do not 
believe that the German people is doomed to rot intellectually and 
to spread its pestilence over the world.

The dark age must surely 
as it has before in the story of this 
planet, and Hitlerism dwindle to an unhallowed chapter of history, 
to be apologised for, and then, if possible, forgotten.

Mr. PHILLIP PIZER (Birmingham) 
[From our Correspondent} 


The death of Mr. Phillip Pizer, at the age of seventy -eight, 
occurred on Sabbath morning last at 284, Pershore Road, Edgbaston. 
Mr. Pizer will always be remembered as a popular and universally 
respected Teacher of the Hebrew School 
for over fifty years, as well as a Teacher of 
Hebrew Classes for a much longer period. 
His demise will be regretted by many old 
pupils scattered all over the world. On 
his retirement some vears ago, Mr. Pizer 
was the recipient of a presentation, when 
tributes were paid to his long and zealous 
services. Mr. Pizer never fully recovered 
from an illness of a few years ago, and he 
succuinbed to a stroke. He leaves a 
widow and two sons. The funeral was at 
Witton Cemetery on Monday «afternoon. 
The cortége halted outside the Hebrew 
Schools, where the children and teachers 
were assembled to pay their last respects 
to his memory, and a balt was made also 
outside the Singers Hill Synagogue. 
Votes of sympathy with the widow and family were passed at a 
meeting of the Council of the Hebrew Congregation held on Sunday 
at the Central Synagogue. 

The Rev. Dr. A. COHEN writes: 

for over sixty-three years, Phillip Pizer, whose earthly career 
terminated on the last day of Passover, served Birmingham Jewry as a 
teacher. As amember of the staff of the Hebrew School for more than 
half-a-century, as the headmaster of a group of réligion classes and as 
private tutor in many families, he instructed successive generations of 
pupils in the tenets of Judaism, so that the news of his death will be read 
with deep regret in many parts of the world where men and women reside 
who received their religious tuition from him.

Dr. SIMON J. PHILIPS (Amsterdam)

One of Dutch Jewry's leading personalities passed away las! 
week in the death of Dr. Simon J. Philips at the age of seven‘) 
seven. The deceased, who was Officer in the Order of Orange 

: Nassau, was closely identified for more 
than forty years with the religious, 

; social and philanthropic activity of 
the Jewish community, and was an 
untiring worker in many of its inst: 
tutions. Some thirty years ago, he 
relinquished the greater part of bis 
medical practice to devote himself more 
fully to the cause of his co-religionists. 
He was instrumental in modernising 
and extending the magnificent group 
of buildings which house. the 
Jewish Board of Guardians, the Home 
for Aged Jews and the Jewish Hospital, 
a combination of institutions of which 
Amsterdam is justly proud and which 
stands as a fitting memorial to Dr. 


Philips, who has earned his place among Dutch Jewry's leading 
figures of the past century. 


YOUSSEF NAVON BEY (Paris). 

The death is recorded from Paris, at the age of 82, of Youssef 
Navon Bey, a member of one of the most prominent Jewish families 
in the old Ottoman Empire. Navon Bey, who was born in Jerusalem, 
beionged to one of the best-known Sefardic families in pre-War 

‘alestine, when it formed part of the Ottoman Empire. Long before 
political Zionism, he worked for Jewish colonisation in Palestine. 
In 1884 he received authorisation to proceed with the foundation 
of the Colony of Ekron, near Jaffa, and was also active in the 
foundation of Petach Tikvah and Rishon-le-Zion. He interested 
Baron de Hirsch and the Alliance Israélite in the colonisation of 
Palestine, and backed the efforts of Leo Pinsker and the Odessa 
Committee. His intervention with the Ottoman Government made 
possible the purchase of large tracts of land in Galilee and Judea. 
He founded Jewish settlements outside Jerusalem, and obtained 
permission from the Ottoman Government for the settlement of 
800,000 Jewish families in Asia Minor. But although Baron de Hirsch 
gave the scheme his sympathy, it never materialised. Navyon Bey's 
name is linked with all the important Jewish social undertakings in 


Palestine before the War, For many years he had made his home 
in Paris. 


Mr. DAVID S. BLONDHEIM (Baltimore) 
Dr. Ceci, ROTH writes : 

_ Death has taken a drastic toll of American-Jewish scholarship 
in the course of the past few months. The passing of George 
Alexander Kohut, the literary patron, and of Hyman G. Enelow, 
the scholarly Rabbi, has now been followed by that of David 5. 
Blondheim who died of gas asphyxiation at the age of forty-nine 
years. For the past seventeen years he had been a member 
of the Faculty of the Johns Hopkins University, Baltimore ; and 
he had made a reputation as one of the foremost American 
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scholars in the field of Romance studies. With rare com- 
petence and self-sacrifice he had devoted himself especially to 
the Jewish aspects of the study in which he _ specialised. 
He was a competent Hebrew <«cholar, immensely conscientious, 
completely indefatigable, and never having recourse to a printed 
text when @ manuscript—however little decipherable it might seem 
to the ordinary eye-——might serve his turn better. His researches 
shrew an immense amount of fresh light upon the French and allied 
tongues as they were spoken and written by the Jews in the days of 
Rashi and his successors. His magnum opus, Les parlers judéo 
romains ct la Vetus Latina, amine of linguistic and of Jewish lore, 
was accorded a prize by the French Academy. The world of letters 
can ill spare talents and devotion such as his.

Government that the last week has given it no time to pay 
attention either to the Jews or to the intransigent anti-Semites 
in the National Socialist Party.

It was 
impossible to deal with them all in the offices of the Hilfsverein, 
and a separate office was therefore opened for the purpose. Written 
enquiries in matters of emigration came pouring in. Some months 
the number of these exceeded 3,000. The help of the associations 
with which the Hilfsverein has been collaborating for a long time, 
above all the Ica and the Hicem and its branch Committees, was of 
great assistance in the emigration work, The Hilfsverein is at present 
in contact with more than 200 Committees, Communities, representa- 
tives and correspondents outside Germany in all parts of the world. 
Of those who received financial assistance from the Hilfsverein, 
5,940 emigrated to various European countries. From October 
onwards, opportunities opened up to an increasing extent in the 
overseas countries. It is noteworthy that in the months October to

41,000 Marks for welfare work ; 40,000 Marks for the welfare work 
of the district Rabbinates ; 73,000 Marks for administrative expendi- 
ture ; 12,000 Marks contribution towards the work of the Reichsver- 
tretung der deutschen Juden ; 18,000 Marks for economic aid; and the 
remainder is divided up for miscellaneous expenditure and subsidies. 
The fields of activity in which the Federation is to continue its 
work include primarily the school system. In this respect the 
political conditions have brought about a far-reaching unification 
of the various tendencies that hitherto have stood very much 
aloof from each other. When the Reichsvertretung was trans- 
formed Into its new all-embracing structure, there was no 
clear division yet between its schools activity and that 
of the Prussian Federation of Jewish Communities. Such 
a division is, however, to be expected in the near future. 
On this subject there is complete agreement that the general and 
fundamental work is to be directed by the Reichsvertretung, which 
has also drawn up the guiding lines for the work of the Jewish 
schools.

News Reel 


So much for the work of the Community. The remainder of the 
news this week is disjointed. It makes no consecutive story, but 
presented in quick cinema‘ographic flashes it conveys a picture of 
the unjust, uncertain and undignified position of the Jews in 
Germany after more than a vear of Hitler's rule. 

The first item is good news. The German Government has 
admitted the claim of the two Jewish medical men of Beuthen, in 
German Upper Silesia, Dr. Fraenkel and Dr. Feuereisen, lodged at 
the beginning of March with the Leaguewf Nations Permanent 
Mixed Commission for Upper Silesia, that their dismissal from their 
positions as medical officers in the Beuthen public sick fund 
institutions was an infringement of the 1922 German-Polish Con- 


vention. Dr. Fraenkel and Dr. Feuereisen have been reinstated and | 


have been granted compensation for the period during which they 
were out of service. This decision has been communicated to the 
Mixed Commission at its meeting in Kattowice. 

As forecast some weeks ago the 230-year-old VOssisCHE ZEITUNG 
has ceased publication. It has been the frankest of any German 
newspaper during the last twelve months and the valedictory 
editorial maintained this policy. “The pendulum has swung,’ 
wrote Erich Welter, the .editor, “from unrestrained statement of 
opinion to over-discipline. It seems to us unnecessary to withhold 
from the German reader news that he can read—sometimes in 
exaggerated form—in foreign newspapers. If the bridle is loosened 
a little there will be a simultaneous reduction in German payments 
for foreign newspapers. The closing of certain provinces of discus- 
sion must also be regarded as a merely temporary measure. The 
HAMBURGISCHE KORRESPONDENT, which was founded 150 years ago, 
has also ceased publication. 

Herr Kerr], the Prussian Minister of Justice, has issued a 
circular to the Prussian authorities deprecating “spectacular dis- 
solutions of marriages between Jews and Aryans.’ While endorsing 
the principle tat such marriages are not desirable, he objects to 
the misuse of Nazi principles for private purposes. 

General Goering has .performed an act improbable a year ago 
and hardly reconcilable with his expressed principles. He has 
presented a medal for bravery to Frau Blumenthal, a German 
Jewess who saved the life of a drowning man at the risk of her own. 

The Nazis continue to “frame up” charges against Jewish 
business men whose removal by more direct means they have failed 
to secure. The charge, usual in such cases, that he had seduced 
one of the girls in bis employment was brought recently against 
Kurt Steinitz, the Jewish manager of a big firm in Bielefeld, West- 
phalia. Thecharge was based on a statement said to have been 
made by the girl herself, but when she stepped into the witness- 
box she denied the whole matter and the Court had no alterna. 
tive but to acquit Herr Steinifz. Yet in spite of his acquittal, the 
Nazi press continues to make the same charge against him. 


Keeping the Jews off the Land 

The campaign against the training of Chalutzim on German 
farms has spread to the district of the Lower Elbe, where peasants 
have now been prohibited from allowing on their farms even those 
Chalutzim who undertake to go to Palestine immediately their 
training iscomplete. 

The Publishing Company for Popular Nazi Literature has just 
issued a new book of songs for children between the ages of ten and 
twelve. Two are entitled " Death to Judah!” and “ March to Berlin 
to make the Jew feel our strength!’ and a third hails Hitler as the 
Germans’ protector from the Jews, their enslavers and betrayers. 

The Government's unemployment campaign includes a new 
decree that may well be used in discrimination against the Ostjuden. 
It gives the police wide powers to deport unemployed aliens, evén if 
they have lived in the country for ten years, and have paid their 


unemployment insurance contributions regularly for that period. 


If such a person falls out of work and applies for the unemployment 
benefit to which he is entitled as a contributor he immediately 
becomes liable to deportation. The provision also takes effect if he 
applies to charitable institutions. There is no provision to refund 
him the contributions that he has paid. 

We referred last week to the Easter message of the DEUTSCHE 
ZEITUNG that the ranks of the German nobility should be entirely 
cleansed of Jews and of men who have married wealthy Jewesses to 
bolster up their tottering fortunes. Weare now enabled to quote at 
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greater length. “It should never have been allowed,” declares the 
paper, that a Jew should be able to acquire the title of Prince or 
Baron, and it is a crime to confer nobility upon men who have been 
merely astute in business. While on Europe's battlefields a new 
nobility arose, the Jews sat at home and filled their coffers. These 
moneyed nobility must disappear in the Third Reich. Shylock must 
again be merely Shylock.” 


The Ban on Jewish Films 


Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer estimate that their loss through the 
banning of the film “ The Prizefighter and the Lady” (reported last 
week) will be about 300,000 marks or nearly £24,000, This ban, on top 
of the ban on “Catherine the Great" and “ Song of Songs,” raises a 
very serious question for the film industry outside Germany, and we 
understand that representations are now being made to obtain a 
ruling whether it is intended to ban all films that are financed, 
directed or acted by Jews. This would appear to be German policy, if 
we may judge from the negotiations with Austria reported in the 
KINEMATOGRAPH WEEKLY. ~ It has been generally recognised,” says 
our contemporary, “ that German films have deteriorated in quality 
since the Nazis took control. Germany's loss was Austria's gain. 
as a number of producers, directors, artists and technicians who were 
unable to stand the Nazi racial tests, left Germany for Austria or, 
if they were Austrians by birth, returned to their home country. 
As a result the Austrian picture industry has been thriving as never 
before. This was-too much for Herr Goebbels, German Propaganda 
Minister. When the time came to renew the film trade agreement 
between the two countries the Austrian delegates, realising that 
their refusal would mean the loss of, the German market, bad to 
agree, it is said, ‘to place Austrian film production under the direct 
supervision and control of the German Government.’ This means 
that if they want to distribute their pictures in Germany they mus! 
submit scenarios and casting lists for German approval before 
starting production. They have beea told that all collaborators 
producers, authors, musical composers, directors, actors, cameras 
men, etc., who are not approved by the Nazis will be rejecte | 
Meauwhile, the German film industry is becoming more “ Nordi: 
than ever. The new UFA super-film ~ Gold” is advertised with a 
“ guaranteed all-Aryan tast” starring Hans Albers and Brigitte 
Helnf. 

We reported last week that Prof. Einstein had been deprived o/ 
his German citizenship “on account of treasonable activities We 
now learn that Dr. Frick, the Minister of the Interior, is considering 
to what extent this shall affect his relations. When the decree was 
issued the BOERSEN ZEITUNG commented: ~The pseudoscholar 
Einstetn, atrocity propagandist and spiritual father of the Brown 
jook lies, represents the category of those unpatriotic scientists 
with whom we wish to have nothing more to do.” 

The conflict with the Church of Rome has drawn from thie 
VOELKISCHE BEOBACHTER the following cryptical conclusion of the 
whole matter: “The Pope's grandmother was a Dutch Jewess 
named Lippmann. The Pope is a Jew.” 


More “ Stuermerisms ” 


This is almost a “ Stiirmerism,”’ and brings us to an article in 
the STUERMER dealing with the position of Jews in England. The 
author writes: “No land in Europe is so dominated by Jews as 
England is, and yet England hardly realises it. Bhe English 
people have an enthusiastic faith in the legend that they are 
descended from the Ten Lost Tribes of Israel. Even the English 
Royal Family upholds this legend. Queen Victoria L., the grand 
mother of our William IL, carefuliy guarded the documents that 
purported to prove her descent from King David. ... For many 
years past the highest Government appointments have been held by 
Jews. . AS examples, the STUERMER mentions nearly a 
score—for example, “ 1837, Moses Montefiore, Cheriff (sic) of London 
- « +} 1851, Councillor Salomon, representative of Greenwich in 
Parliament . .; 1893, Sir Julian Goldsmid, Chairman of the 
House of Commons isic) . .; 1895, Sydney Stern, Lord Wands. 
worth in the House of Lords. Strangely enough, there is no 
mention of Disraeli. “ Under Edward VII. (he continues) things 
grew worse. . . . Thus a title of nobility was sold at the fixed 
price of 300,000 marks; a baronetcy for 600,000 marks; and « 
peerage for 2,000,000 marks. . . . It was the political parties 
who were led by Jews that had the advantage. The Frankfort Jew, 
Stern, for example, became Lord Northcliffe." 

. The STUERMER then gives a list of English newspapers which, so 
it announces, are in Jewish hands—for example, the “ Daily Welsh 
and the “ Sunday." The number of Jewish officers serving with the 
colours, it continues, “is also big—1l1 in the navy, 51 in the army, 
7 in the special reserve, | in the militia, 85 in the territorial depart 
ment, 64 in the colonial department, 28 in the R.A.M.C.—247 Jews 
in all. In England," is the sad conclusion, “ politics, government, 
and trade, all, all are swamped by Jews (alles, alles ist verjudet')!” 

No doubt it is because it is verjudet that the OBSERVER on 
Sunday published this little paragraph: “It had been intended to 
present a Teutonised Passion Play at Oberammergau this year with 
‘a Nordic Christ’ (probably resembling Siegfried) and German 
scenery. But, for box-office reasons, the changes have been post: 
poned till the next festival; and the main innovation this summer 
will be a paid claque to hiss Judas whenever he appears on the 
stage. Strict justice would no doubt have demanded an equal 
applause for the central figure, but at the moment the Nazi finds it 
easier to hate the Jew than to admire him.” And doubtless 
to the same cause can be ascribed the appearance in the 
DaILy TELEGRAPH of the following letter: “Herr Hitler does 
not want to return the bust of Queen Nefertiti to Egypt 
because, in his own words, ‘he is in love with her.’ Not 
merely is this of interest because it is a non-Aryan Princess whom 
Hitler loves, but, what is still more curious, Queen Nefertiti was 
originally excavated by Geheimrat (Privy Councillor) Borchardt, 
who at the time was Director of Exploration in Egypt, and was 
presented to the Berlin Museum by James Simon, a well-known 
German philanthropist and friend of the ex-Kaiser. Both these

men were Jews. In view of what has now happened, may we after 
all hope that the power of love has conquered the unbending Nordic ? 
Vincit omnia amor!” 

To return to Germany, it is pleasant to be able to record that 
the Bavarian Government has decided to include in the State 
budget a subsidy to pay the salaries of the five Jewish teachers who 
constitute the present staff of the new Jewish elementary scliool in 
Munich. But the State Ministry of Baden has issued a statement 
complaining that it has been established that poultry are still 
being slaughtered according to the Jewish ritual, and warning the 
offenders that drastic action will be taken to put a stop to this. 

The cattle market at Frankfort-on-the-Main has been divided into 
two sections, one for Aryans and the other for Jews. At Nuremberg, 
during the last cattle market, placards were carried around with 
inscriptions reading : “I warn you for the last time, do not buy from 
Jews. Anyone continuing to buy from Jews will have to bear the 
consequences." A demand for the segregation of Jewish cattle. 
dealers in Nuremberg has tiOw been made by Councillor Haberkern, 
at a recent meeting of Nuremberg butchers. This, he declared, 
would reveal those persons who still bought from Jews; it was 
unfortunately a depressing fact that sixty-three per cent. of the 
market business still passed through Jewish hands. 


Purifying the Party 
The recent absorption of the Nationalist Stahlhelm in the 
‘Storm Troops resulted in the Jewish members of the Stahlhelm 

(most of them in the Provinces) becoming members of the Storm 
Troops. It was found necessary, therefore, for Herr Buch, the head 
of the Supreme Court of the National Socialist Party, to remind all 
party organisations in a circular letter that membership is restricted 
by the party statutes to “German nationals of pure Aryan origin,” 
and that in doubtful cases ancestry must be investigated back to 
January Ist, 1800. The letter also says that the continuance of a 
marriage with a person of Jewish or coloured ancestry is also 
contrary to the aims of the Party. Any person so married must be 
expelled from the party “if the marriage is continued,” which 
seems to give a loophole for divorce. Four Jews have already been 
expelled under the new regulations. According to the DEUTSCH! 
RUNDSCHAU, 870 genealogists are at present emploved by the racial 
research section of the Ministry of the Interior for the purpose of 
establishing the pedigree of German citizens anxious to obtain 
the substantial privileges of Nazi Party membership. : 

The. Stettin Criminal Court, after a hearing in camera tasting 
several days, has sentenced three police officers and four civilians 
to heavy terms of imprisonment for eTross maltreatment of persons 
entrusted to their custody ’’—apparently in coneentration camps 
The prosecution was ordered by General Goring, who also directed 
that it should be quickly settled. All seven 
for “inflicting dangerous bodily injuries.’. The heaviest sentence, 
thirteen years’ penal servitude, was given tothe police official, Dr. 
Joachim Hoffmann. Two other police officers, by name Pleines and 
Salis, were sentenced to five years’ imprisonment. A chauffeur, 
named Fink, was sentenced to ten years’ imprisonment; a butcher, 
Herrmann, to.6ix years’; a musician, Richter, to two vears’; and a 
waiter, Treptow, to nine months’. An eighth man, apparently a 
temporary police official, named Grafunder, was fined nominally 
300m. for * complicity,” the fine being declared discharged by the 
term of arrest. Hoffmann and Pleines were also sentenced to loss 
of civil rights for five and three years respectively. 

Professor Richard Salomon has been retired from his post at 
Hamburg University. 

The Nazis at Libeck, the free Hanse town, have compelled 
officials and employees of public offices and big commercial concerns 
to sign a pledge not to buy anything from Jews. One official of the 
local gas company bas been dismissed from his post because his wife 
had been found trading with Jews. 

The Thuringian Government has issued a statement that non. 
Aryans will be admitted to the examinations of dentists only if they 
served at the front in the War or lost near relatives in the War. 

There is an important murder trial in progress in Berlin at 
present. Suspicion has fallen upon Frau Werther, the widow of the 
murdered man. As evidence against her has been adduced the fact 
that she has engaged two Jewish lawyers to defend her.

German situation. A luncheon was held in honour of the guests at the 
Queen's Hutel, presided over by Alderman H. Morris, J.P. Several 
donations were avnounced, and in many cases previous donors promised 
to give an additional donation of the same amount as that which they 
had previously given. On Sunday evening, a public meeting was held 
at the Riaito Cinema, over which Alderman Morris presided. Several 
speeches were given by the visitors, who submitted graphic details of the 


The second appeal on behalf of the Fund was launched in Liverpool 
on Sunday at well-attended meetings, held in the Adelphi Hotel in the 
afternoon aud in the Futurist Cinema in the evening. Mr. BERTRAM BB, 
BENAS, who presided in the afternoon, said that Palestine was playing an 
important part in the settlement of German-Jewish refugees. Urgent as 
was the first appeal, the need was even greater for the second appeal. 
Money was not only needed for the settlement of German Jews, but as a 
token of the practical sympathy of the Jews in this country with their 
He appealed for voluntary helpers to assist in the 
collection of contributions to the Fund. There were still many in the 
Community who had not yet given a penny to the Fund and they must be 
made to realise their responsibility. 

Sir OSMOND E. D'AVIGDOR-GOLDSMID spoke of the urgent need for 
providing a large sum of money in response to the sccond appeal. ‘The 
position of the Jews in Germany to-day, he said, was worse. The Allicca 
tions Committee had administered the Fund and throughout its numerous 
meetings there had not been any division of opinion between the Zionist 
and non-Zionist members of the Committee. He emphasised the fact 
that the £204,000 raised in response to the first British appeal had been 
used for coust:uctive purposes and not merely for relief. The £108,000 
Which the Fund had expended in or on Palestine included £30,000 for 
housing ; £21,000 for training in agriculture or industry ; £5,000 had been 
voted to the University of Jerusalem, which had agreed to take seven 
teen German professors, and substantial sums had been voted for service 
and educatiog of women and girls. About £34,000 hal been spent 
in or for Germany, of which £70,000 had been devoted to immigration and 
the traiving of young men in handicrafts, and £10,600 to educational 
institutions in Germany. Large sums had gone to Holland and France, 
and in Brita n alone £25,000 had been spent. When the first refugees began 
to arrive, a pledge Was given to the Home Office that no refugee should 
become ach rge on the public purse, and that pledse had been fulfilled. 
Included in th £25,000 were substantial sums for training, immigrat on, 
repatriation and loans. More than £13,000 had been used to assist I’ro 
fessors aud leciurers who had been expelled from Germany. Many of 
them had been found posts, and in that connection he wished to pAY a 
tribute of thanks tothe Academic Assistance Council, composed of a number 
of distinguished non-Jewish Professors, and on which Jews were repre- 
sented. The Allocation ‘ ommittee had worked in close co-operation with 
the American Joiut Distribution Committce. The Britith Fund was 
£13,000 overdrawn. They bad had the help and assistanc: of the High 
Commissioner for Kefugees, and he was glad to welcome at that meeting 
Professor Norman Beutwich, the High Commissioner's chief assistant. 
In conci sion, Sir Osmond said: ** We are living in a free country under 
just laws and treated as ordinary citizens just as every other British 
citizen. We are loyal British Jews. Let us make a thankoffering for the 
liberty, toleration and freedom we enjoy, and show our gratitule by 
making sacrifices for our less-fortunate German brethren.”’ ; 

Professor NORMAN BENTWICH referred to the appointment by the 
League of Nations of a High Commissioner for Kefagees from Germany, and 
said it was the first time in modern history that the problem of Jewish exile 
and persecution had been recognised as the concern of humanity. The 
happenings in Germany were a challenge to the whole of the Jewish people. 
It was primarily a Jewish problem and a Jewish responsibility to find homes 
for the exiles. The Jewish people of England and America could, and 
should, do more than they did last year. It was a great thing that Jews 
could turn to Paiestine, where they would be received not as refugecs but 
as citizens in theirown nome. The request of the Special Commission of 
the Jewish Agency for the setilement of German Jews was for £250.000, 
and every penny of that sum should be given. There were still half-a- 
million Jews in Germany who were being rapidly impoverished. The 
responsibility lay upon those more fortunate communities living in 
freedom and wi'li the means to help. 

_ Councitlor M, GREENBERG moved a vote of thanks to the speakers. 
Sir OSMOND acknowiedged the vote and asked that the Liverpool Com- 
munity should aim at raising at least £5,000. A vote of thanks to the 
Chairman was proposed by Rabbi R. H. LEVINE.

Mr. J. E. Riv presided at a public meeting held on Sunday evening, 
in support of the Central British Fand.

In the course of bis address, Major NATHAN said: ** It is just over a 
year ago that news of the Jewish persecutions in Germany began to trick lc 
through the dans of a rigid censorship. At first, we could hardly credit 
them. Then, as they were substantiated by official decrees and ministeria! 
pronouncements, a wave of horror and indignation swept through this 
country, such as has not becn seen since the Germans invaded Belgium in 
1914. I shall not easily forget the speech of Sir Austen Chamberlain in 
the House of Commons when, with all the authority of his name anid 
record, he expressed his anger and detestation of the actions of 
the new Government in Germany. That speech was the rallying 
call not merely to our community, but to the country. But all this 
was a year ago. The thunder of our indignation has diced away 
German J/cwry 1s in a trap. Help for the German Jews can come only 
from outside. We must conduct both relief work and rescue work 
Remember, too, the promise made in the name of the Anglo-Jewish Com 
munity that no refugee here would be a charge on the public-—that we 
British Jews would look after ourselves. You may argue that German Jews 
ought to look after their own. They are doing so to the utmost of their 


ability. The ery of the oppressed needs no passport to reach the huniuan 
heart. We, here in England, of the Jewish Community, ought to have » 


special sense of responsibillty for tbe prisoners and captives of foreicn 
lands. We know what freedom is. We have rejoiced for decades in 4 
liberty, social as well as political, unrivalled in the civil.sed world. It t- 
for us to show that we are worthy of it, that in our comparative prosperit\ 
we have not forgotten the agonies through which our brothers 
passed,” 

Capt. KROBERT SOLOMON, who recently returned from Palestine, spoke 
of the conditions existing in that country aod of its achievements in the 
past few years. The Jewish Community in Palestine, he sail, wa 
elamouring to open the gates even further to their unfortunate brethiecs 
from Germany. The J.N.F. had given a large portion of their funds to 
the Central Committee and he appealed to those who wished to do so to

the Holy Land or in other lands of freedom. The Second Appeal of the 
Central British Fund for German Jewry has been launched on the Eve of 
Passover. Large ftaonds are required, if we are to save the refugees 
from hunger and want. Moreover, the religious structure of the 
German communities—the great fabric of. Jewish knowledge and 
culture built up by a long succession of saints and scholars-—-is in danger 
of collapsing. That would be the crowning disaster. It would go a long 
way towards fuifilling the Nazi dream of reducing German Jews to the 
evelof gypsies. That must and, please God, will be prevented at all 
costs. Blessed is the man who will not barden his heart, nor shut his 
hand, inthis hour. Blessed is the man who will—each one in his sphere 
leml the way.in this labour of merey, as well as induce others to enrol 
themselves in the ranks of God's workers for justice, pity and brother 
ood. Blessed is the man who will give tangible expression to his 
solidarity with our saffering brethren: bring hope and strength to those 
without hope and strength; and strive to lend fulfilment to the ade.

Refugee Administration 


From Mr. OTTO M. SCHIFF (Clairman, Jewish Refugees Onin tlée) 
To the Editor of THe JPWISH CHRONICLE 

Sirk,—I have #tst read the letter which Dr. Henry Simonis 
‘“ldressed to you and which was published in your last issue. 
\ithough I dislike taking up space in your valued paper at a time 
when if is so much needed to further the interests of the Central 
British Fund for German Jewry, I feel compelled to answer some of 
the criticisms raised in Dr. Simonis’ letter. 

We are very far from baving simply doled out relief during the 
‘ast year. We have recognised all along that the ultimate aim of 
every Refugees Committee must be to try and build up a new 
existence for the individuals or families who come to them for help 
wnd that relief is a palliative but not a solation. We have, in the 
course of the last year, been instrumental in enabling 166 to 


ostablish themselves here in business and have furnished a number . 


of these refugees with a moderate amount of working capital; 540 
refugees have gone back to Germany of their own free will, 211 
have been sent to countries in Europe where they thought they 
could establish themselves again on a permanent basis; 328 have 
been sent oversécs aud 83 have been able to find specialised posi- 
‘tons here, with the permission of the Ministry of Labour. Further- 
more, in order to enable young men who cannot follow their 
professional careers to retrain, the Ministry of Labour has given us 
permission to have 100 refugees trained here as artisans, so that, 
when they go overseas, they will have some trade at their finger- 


tips. In addition, 20 refugees are being trained at the Agricultural 
College in St. Albans and 12 at the Chalutzim Camp, near Manchester. 


If Dr. Simonis thinks that were every group of 200 Jews to set 
one refugee on his feet there would be no refugee problem in this 
country, he is labouring under a fond delusion. First of all, the 
possibilities of obtaining work for refugees are restricted through 
the regulations of the Ministry of Labour; and secondly, even if 


these could be overcome, there still remains the question of what to 


do with what, in my opinion, will eventually be a residue, namely, 
professional men, mainly lawyers and civil servants of the ages, 


say, from 35 to 60 years, of which, unfortunately,there are quite a 
number. 


Nor is the suggestion that the paid staff of the Refugees Com 
mittee should be replaced by refugee workers feasible. I may say 
here that the great majority of our typists are in fact refugees, but 
in important positions, it is essential to employ men who have 
a knowledge of English conditions and Government regulations. 
The French Comité National did adopt the plan of employing 
refugees only, with disastrous results and at a very excessive cost. 

told Dr. Simonis, when he came to see me, that we should be 
very glad if he would join our Committee and, if necessary, only put 
in two afternoons a week; but he has not availed himself of this 
invitation. I do agree with him that greater assistance from the 
Community would be helpful. All the voluntary workers on the 
Refugees Committee, as well as on the Hospitality Committee, have 
now worked incessantly for over a year and it is quite possible that 
we may get stale and that the occasional infusion of fresh blood 
would be helpful.

Sin,--Dr. Simonis soggests-in the opening paragraph of his letter in 
your last issue ** besides the men with a large outlook on affairs and whose 
lot is cast in pleasant places, there should be sitting on this Committee 
men and women more modestly placed in the world, who * have seen 
aMiiction,’ and also some refugees themselves.”’ This is a rather extra- 
ordinary statement to make. ; 

Firstly, the voluntary workers on this Committee undergo a great 
mental strain, and it is certainly not an enviable job. Secondly, if Dr. 
Simonis had only given the matter a little thought, he would have seen 
the actual impossibility of refugees sitting on this Committee and attending 
to the demands of fellow-refugees. He farther is kind enough to say that 
“ the voluntary workers merit every credit but that the paid staff, often 
inexperienced in such work, not infrequently fall into the faults of all 


officialdom and are inclined to be overbearing,” and that their places ° 


“ sould largely be replaced by refagecs theniselves, to the benetit both of 
the work and of the Commitee’s finances.”’ 

Both these statements are incorrect. With the exception of the 
Secretary and the officials in the passport department, leaving the typists 
out, the whole of the work is done voluntarily, and 1 have no hesitation 
in saying that in proportion to the amount dispersed by this Committee, 
the working expenses will compare very favourably with the work done 
by any other char.ty organisation in the world. It is unfair to suggest 
that the paid staff are inexperienced or overbearing. The Chairman of 
this Committee, Mr. Schiff, has laid down a hari and fast rule that every- 
body should be received courteously and have a patient hearing, whether 
they have a good casc t»> put forward or not. And this procedure is, and 
has been, carried out. 

With regard to Dr. Simonis’ statement that the general administra 
tion is too much on routine lines and lacks vision, I give a most absolute 
denial to this. Every case is gone into most seriously and sympatheti 
cally and there is no such thing as a ‘‘routine.’’ We are here to try and 
do our best and pr.de ourselves that we have mérited a certain amount of 
praise for our cfforts. We do not ask for any thasks, bat, at the same 
time, we resent silly criticism.

IMPORTANT CHANGES RECOMMENDED 


Adapting the Board to Present Conditions 


APPOINTMENT OF A “SPEAKER” URGED 

The Committee on Administration appointed by the Board of 
Deputies in November last has issued its report. Thirteen meetings 
were held and the following witnesses appeared before the Com- 
mittee: Mr. Neville J. Laski, K.C., Sir Isidore Salmon, M.P., Messrs. M. 
Goidon Liverman, Leonard Montefiore and B. A. Zaiman. One 
member of the Board also appeared in response to the Committee's 
general invitation to Deputies for the suggestion of topics for 
investigation. 

The Committee, under the Chairmanship of Mr. S. Rowson, 
consisted of Messrs. A. J. Cohen, Percy Cohen, A. S. Diamond, L. J. 
Hydieman, Ernest Lesser, H. J. Osterley, Charles Rubens and Mrs. J, 
Barnett Janner. Miss Ruth Phillips acted as Secretary. 


Summary of Recommendations

The Report begins by outlining the difficulties with which the 
Board had to cope in face of the sudden crisis in Germany, and the 
vast amount of additional work which this involved and for which 
the machinery of the Board was unprepared, and remarks: “ That 
mistakes were made—partly in deference to popular clamour— 
and that short-comings were manifested, should not cause surprise.” 
Home and Foreign Departments 
“ The Board,” continues the Report, “ must contemplate a much 
greater interest in the affairs of Jews in foreign countries in the 
future than it ever showed before 1933." The Committee recommends 
that the Board's administration be re-organised in two departments ; 
one, under a General Secretary to deal with affairs at home and in 
the British Empire; the other under a“ Secretary of the Foreign 
Department,” to deal exclusively with foreign affairs. It is left to 
the Board to decide to which of these two departments Palestine 
affairs should be referred. A small Committee, it is suggested, 
should be appointed by the Board to advise on details of office 
organisation and staff requirements.

and he would derive added strength if he became the real “ Leader of 
the Houses.”

at each triennial session, should not be a member of any Committ.

THE TALMUD 


The Redaction of the Talmud. By J. Kaplan (Bloch Publishing 
Co., New York, 1933). 


Reviewed by Rabbi Dr. ISTDORE EPSTEIN. 


The problem of the Redaction of the Talmud, that monumental 
literature wherein is crystallised the intellectual activity and pur- 
suit of centuries, has puzzled the Hebrew literary historians of all 
How and by whom was the material originating in different 
generations and different schools collected and arranged? What 
were the principles that guided the editor or editors in the sifting and 
collecting of the accumulated traditions ?—are questions which never 
ceased exercising the mind of Jewish savants ever since the days when 
Sherira Gaon indited his famous Epistle on the subject tothe Kairawan 
community, right through the days of Rashi and the Tosaphists, 
down to our latter-day Jewish historians. Many and varied have 
heen the attempts made to give an adequate answer to the problems 
involved. Brill, Weiss, Graetz, Halevy, among others, have all in 
turn tried their hands at solving the puzzle; but there has‘always 
stood out some obstinate fact or facts that refused to fit in with the 
reconstructed pattern. The latest effort to wrestle with the task is 
that presented by Dr. Kaplan. After examining and discussing the 
various theories that have been alvanced by others, he proceeds to 
examine the whole problem anew and to develop a theory of his 
own, quite novel in parts and most suggestive. 

Briefly stated, the author traces in the Talmudic composition 
two elements: (1) the “Gemara,” that *‘ mysterious, elusive, ever- 
present element " compiled by Rab Ashi consisting of brief, pithy and 
often ambiguous statements—kinds of atdes-mémoires, to employ a 
topical expression—and embodying conclusions arrived at in schools 
and academies as results of lengthy diseussions; (2) the “ Talmud,” 
wherein we witness the battling of mightw wits for the elucidation 
and rediscovery by means of reasoning and dialectics the true import 
and signification of the “ Gemaraic ™ statements which the process of 


generations has only served to obscure. This “ Talmudic” element 


was arranged and reduced to writing by the Saboraim, the successors — 
‘of the Amoraim, and, together with the Gemara, makes up the bulk 


of the Babylonian Talmud. | 

The existence of two such constituents, it is true, has been 
already recognised by others. But. the originality of Dr. Kaplan's 
contribution lies in his thesis that this “Gemara”™ element forms the 
very warp that runs through the woof of the Talmudic texture, and 
in his claim of having discovered the peculiarities and characteristics 
whereby it can be identified and isolated.

It is impossible in the 
his hypothesis to a critical 
So much, however, might be stated in this connection that 
his claim is unlikely to receive general assent. There must be some- 
thing lacking in a method which, while purporting to offer the key 
whereby one can distinguish between the two main component parts 
of the Talmud, fails in its first test. Thus the very first passage given 
by the author in illustration of the peculiarities of the Gemara (p. 218), 
and which on the application of his method he ascribes to an Amoraic 
authority happens to be Tannaitic (v. Sifre, Deut. xvi, 14). Nor will 
his theory concerning the writing of the Oral Law carry conviction. 
These criticisms do not, however, detract from the importance of 
the author's contribution in having brought together as a result of a 
tremendous amount of patient and exacting research an immense 
store of useful material, providing scholars grappling with the 
problem of the composition of the Talmud with valuable informa- 
tion and data arranged in a scholarly and scientific manner, and in 
having opened out by his study new lines of approach which 
may ultimately lead to the solution of the most intriguing and 
fascinating problem in early Rabbinic literature.

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HITLERISM 


Hitler—Whence and Whither? By Wickham Steed. (Nisbet and 
Co., 3s. 6d.) ; The Tragedy of a Nation—Germany, 1918-1934. By 
Prince Hubertus Loewenstein. (Faber and Faber, 7s. 6d.); Germany, 
Prepare for War! By Ewald Banse. (Lovat Dickson, 10s. 6d). 

These three works throw a lurid light (readers of THE Jewish 
CHRONICLE hardly need any more!) on Hitlerism, its origins, its 
effects and its aspirations. Herr Banse’s work, admirably translated 
by Alan Harris, shows the warlike aims of the rulers of present 
Germany, as expounded by a professor of military science. Its frank 
and ruthless disclosure of the dream of a new “ Der Taq" is devas- 
tatingly revealing, and the publishers are to be commended for 
resisting the desperate efforts made to prevent its English publication. 

Mr. Wickham Steed is a sober and objective observer who is 
not given to the exaggeration or distortion of world happenings and 
if anything, is a little too judicial in his outlook. This quality 
makes his analysis of the origins of Hitlerism all the more impres- 
sive. In achapter on “Germanism and Jewry,’ he sums up the 
Nazi case against the Jews—and it loses nothing in his summary. 
He shows how little it is justified by the facts. “In sober truth,” 
he declares, “the Hitlerite indictment of the German 
coloured by the blackest ingratitude.” 

He regards the outlook as gloomy: “So things have come tothe 
present pass. There seems little prospect that their course will be 
speedily reversed and that the Jews who have been killed, 
‘suicided, beaten, tortured, driven in large numbers from the 
professions they exercised and from the offices they held, and have 
been effectively deprived of equal citizen rights, will soon be 
restored to their former estate. NaziGermanism has declared war 
upon them, and is waging it systematically and ruthlessly. Jewry, 
for its part, can hardly bow before the storm or find sufficient 
consolation in the thought that, as it has survived so many of its 
former persecutors, it will outlast the Hitlerites.” 

Mr. Steed considers that Hitlerite Germany represents a 
challenge to western liberal civilisation, and declares “upon the 
outcome of this contest the fate of Europe and of western liberal 
civilisation may depend.” His statement of the issue may well be 
left to the consideration of statesmen and the general public. We 
hope that Mr. Lloyd George, who strangely enough, seems to have 
become blunted in his humanitarian sensibilities, will ponder this 
book. 

Prince Liwenstein writes of Hitlerism from within. He feels 
in his very core the tragedy of his nation, and it is refreshing and 
encouraging to read the words of one who has not become 
contaminated by the poison that is sapping the life out of Germany. 
In regard to the Jews, he says that he considers the reformation of 
Germany impossible without them and the redemption of Germany 
will mean the redemption of the Jews. He is more optimistic than 
Mr. Steed. | He declares: “ The Nazis are doomed to failure in this 
fight, not by reason of any overwhelming financial power, such as 
they sometimes-—though falsely—impute to the Jews, but 
their attack is directed against a people who have become a 
significant part of every civilised community throughout the entire 
world.” 

These three books should be in the possession of everyone who 
would fully understand Hitlerism in all its aspects.

Mr. and Mrs. Landa have woven this glamorous story into the 
fabric of their novel with skill and learning. Almost every page 
bears witness to patient researches among the original records, 
manuscript as well as printed; and their volume will be prized by 
the historian, as well as by the novel-reader. Something, however, 
is absent. There is only one work in Anglo-Jewish literature.with 
which comparison can be made—Zangwill’s “King of the Schnorrers.

No. 753.—The Yearning for a Messiah 


My DEAR COUSIN, 


What is a Messiah? The word is the English transliteration 
of the Hebrew word MWS, which denotes “ anointed.” In ancient 
israel a priest was anointed, so was a King. In both these cases 
the act of being anointed was possibly an expression of a special 
relationship to God. The Messiah, ie. the Anointed. came to 
denote a certain well-defined idea of a saviour, one who brings 
comfort and help. The Greek equivalent of MWS is Christos. 
Probably few of those who speak of Christ are aware of this fact. 

The ancient Hebrews gave the world the conception of the 
Messiah. .It has been said that Hope is the gift of Hebraism to 
mankind. Hope springs from optimism; but for his optimism, the 
Jew could not have survived. The Jew believes in a better time 
coming; nay, he holds that the goal of progress is to establish not 
merely the good or the better time but the best time, when. human 
happiness should be at its zenith. This he calls the Kingdom of 
God on Earth. That conception, the Kingdom of God, is ‘one 
of the many teachings of the Hebrew Prophets; as they saw it, 
God's kingdom would be established through the’*medium of the 
Messiah. Hosea, one of the early prophets, expresses the idea in 
his own peculiar fashion. “In that day will I make a covenant with 
them with the beasts of the field and with the fowls of Heaven and 
with the creeping things of the ground; and I will break the bow 
and the swerd and the battle out of the land, and I will make them 
to lie down safely.” Joel speaks of a time when God's spirit should 
be poured outon young and old alike, and even on the men-servants 
and maid-servants. Micah paints a wonderful picture of the ~ end of 
days ’ when the mountain of the Lord's house shall be established 
on the top of the mountains and the peoples shall flow into it in 
search of the knowledge of the Lord: and the nations “shall beat 
their swords into ploughshares and their spears into pruning-hooks , 
nation should not lift up sword against nation, neither shall they 
learn war any more. But they shall sit every man under his vine 
and under his fig-tree; and none shall make them afraid.” 

Already in these earlier prophets the.main characteristics of the 
Messianic age are made clear; there would be perfect peace in the 
world, and the knowledge of God would be widespread. In his 
famous eleventh chapter Isaiah has given classical expression to 
the conception of the Messianic age, especially its utter peace, and 
has depicted what manner of man the Messiah was to be. Jeremiah 
envisages the timeas one in which God will make a new covenant with 
israel, the effect of which will be that all will then know God, “from 

he least of them even to the greatest of them.” Later mystics seized 
upon this conception and taught that God actually spends His time 
learning the New Torah which should be delivered to the world by 

It is intelligible that in time of trouble, the Jewish people 
clung to this.anchor of hope with-all their might. When thevy 
wandered into exile, the thought of the coming of the Messiah 
sustained their courage. Practically the whole of the message of 
the Great Unknown Prophet who is usually called the Second Isaiah 
is devoted to an elaboration of the Messianic Redemption. The 
Messiah “shall make the right go forth to the nations.” What 
inanner of man was he to be? ~~ He shall not cry tior lift up, nor 
cause his voice to be heard in the street. A bruised reed shall he 
not break, and the dimly burning wick shall he not quench; be shal! 
make the right go forth according to the truth.” 

Such in brief is the prophetic conception of the Messiah and 
his age. There would be supreme peace on earth and contentment 

~not merely for Israel, but for alt peoples. The struggle for exist- 
ence would be a bad dream. The yearning for the Messiah denotes 
confidence in the future of Mankind. The Messianic age is the 
fruit of Hope. 

A charming Talmudic story relates how Rabbi Joshua ben Lev! 
once asked the Prophet Elijah, When will the Messiah come ? 
Klijah answered: “Go and ask him himself!” “Where can I find 
him?" continued the other. To whom Elijah: “You may come 
across him in the gates of the city among the poor and needy.” 
Joshua ben Levi sought and found him. “Shalom to you, my 
inaster and teacher,’ he greeted him. “To you, Shalom,” came the 
reply. “ When comes my lord?” the Rabbi questioned. ” To-day!” 
was the answer, short and to the point. Rabbi Joshua returned to 
Elijah and complained that he had not been treated fairlv. The 
Messiah had promised to come to-day, but he hadnot come. Elijah 
comforted him. He did indeed say to-day, but he was thinking of 
the words of the Psalmist: “ To-day—if ye would hearken to his 
voice.” A fine sentiment: To-day depends on moral grandeur. 
Goodness is inevitably bound up with the Messianic age, 

Throughout their history the Jews have been buoyed up by the 
hope of the Messiah. So important was the conception held to be 
that Maimonides included the Messianic hope among the ~ beliefs’ 
of Judaism. Several times each day the Jew is reminded of the 
coming of the Messiah—in his daily prayers, in his grace after meals. 
In Alenu, one of the noblest prayers ever composed, the Messianic 
hope is expressed in dignified language. Nor are Jews the only 
people who cherish the conception; Christians equally held it 
aloft. For them Jesus of Nazareth is the Messiah. Through many

Jewish conception of the Messianic age. It is so still. 
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centuries ~ proofs ”’ of this special messiahship have been put forward 
by means of verses from the Bible. The prophet Isaiah has been 
quoted and explained in order “to prove " that Jesus was the Christ, 

e., the Messiah. But the test is not one of mere words; it depends 
on facts. Did Jesus bring the Messianic age? Has Christianity 
established peace and happiness in the world? It was a Christian 
poet who wrote : 


Love your enemy ; bless your haters, said the Greatest of the great. 
Christian love among the Churches looked the twin of heathen hate. 


From the golden alms of Blessing man had coined himself a curse : 
come of Cesar, Rome of Peter, which was crueller? which was worse ? 

Christianity has undoubtedly been a mighty civilising force in 
Europe, but the history of Europe during the Christian era is any- 
thing but a Messianic picture. Have there been peace on earth and 
goodwill towards men? Has the knowledge of God been spread 
abroad to all and sundry? Have men carried out the behest to love 
their neighbours as themselves ? 

The conception of the Messiah is one of grandeur. But the true 
Messiah must be distinguished from the false Messiah. False 
Messiahs have been numerous in all ages. They abound in our 
own. The discontent and the suffering occasioned by the maladjust 
ment of economic forces in the present generation has made men 
once more yearn for a Messiah who would lead them to the land of 
Promise, who would give them peace, contentment and happiness. 
For these things they are willing to saérifice much. In their search 
for these things, they throw away liberty and justice and neighbourly 
feelings. They submit toa Hitler, to a Mussolini, to a Dollfuss. 
These are their Messiahs, the saviours for whom they vearn. 
Germany is the most striking example of the tendency. With all 
the romanticism inherent in their national character, the Germans 
believe they have found the Messiah. 
their sanity, see how mad they are.

current issue of the NINETEENTH CENTURY, Mr. Austin Hopkinson,

Mr. A. B. Serfaty, 
President of the Gibraltar 
Hebrew Community, 
traced the record some 
little time ago in a lecture 
delivered under the 
auspices of the Gibraltar 
Society, and he has been 
well advised to republish 
it. The booklet, in its 
present form, * The Jews 
of Gibraltar under British 
Rule,” has a foreword by 
Lieut.-Col, the Hon. A. E. 
Beattie, Colonial Secre- 
tary of Gibraltar, and it is sold for the benefit of the local Hebrew 
Asvium.

The Jewish connection with the Rock goes back, as a matter of 
fact, a good time beyond the limit which Mr. Serfaty has set himself ; 
for it is reported that a proposal was once made, before the expulsion 
of the Jews from Spain, to convert it into a city of refuge for 
persecuted Marranos. When Spain yielded possession of the Fortress, 
by the Treaty of Utrecht, her regard for the orthodoxy of her former 
subjects was expressed in a clause by which Moors and Jews were 
forbidden even to enter it. However, with a semi-hostile hinterland, it 
became necessary to rely to an increasing degree upon the neigh- 
houring parts of North Africa. In consequence, on July 11th, 1729, 
a Treaty was signed with the Emperor of Moroceo (whose represen- 
tative, by the way, was Moses Ben-Attar) empowering his subjects, 
whether Jews or Moslems, to visit the city for a period not exceeding 
thirty days for business purposes. This limitation, of course, soon 
began to be neglected indeed, even before the Treats Jews had not 
been unknown, as the record of their good service during the siege 
of 1727 amply proves). It cannot have been long before a regular 
community was established. The earliest definite datum which Mr. 
Serfaty is able to provide refers to 1749. However, there are extant 
a couple of letters addressed in that year from the Rabbis of Tiberias 
to “the righteous and good in heart, the exalted gentlemen 
wardens and individuals of the Holy Congregation of Gibraltar, 
together with their sages, Rabbis and judges.” This phraseology 
proves beyond doubt that there existed at this time a Jewish 
Community, properly established, the reputation of which had 
already reached the other end of the Mediterranean. 

The next landmark in the history of the Jews of Gibraltar was the 
siege of 1779. Regarding this, Mr. Serfaty provides much new and 
interesting information. The episode was of immense importance 
in Anglo-Jewish history: for the influx of refugees from Gibraltar (of 
which details may be read in Picciotto’s “ Sketches of Anglo-Jewish 
History’) revitalised the Bevis Marks congregation, and enriched it 
with many families whose influence in it is still strong. In the 
Public Record Office, there is preserved a pathetic petition from 
Jacob Benider, Moroccan Ambassador at the Court of St. James's, 
which gives a graphic picture of his family’s sufferings on this 
occasion, 

Mention of the latter reminds one of the characteristic and most 
interesting features of local Jewish history—the important part 
which the community played in diplomatic affairs. They consti- 
tuted, in point of fact, the natural intermediaries between the 
English Governor and the Sultan of Morocco: and there is a long 
und honorable tradition of Jewish envoys and ambassadors between 
the two, stretching down until the nineteenth century was well 
advanced. The most illustrious, perhaps, was Aaron Cardozo, who 
was consul at Gibraltar for Algiers and Tunis at the time of the 
Napoleonic wars, and was responsible for many delicate diplomatic 
errands. On taking leave of him for the last time, Lord Nelson 
(who on one occasion had placed the frigate “ Termagant”’ at his 
disposal) is reported to have said: “If I survive, Cardozo, you shall 
no longer remain in this dark corner of the world.” 

During the course of the nineteenth century, the Jewish Com. 
munity of Gibraltar reached the height of its reputation and 
numbers. There were one or two petty persecutions from various 
over-zealous officials—as, for example, in 1848, when an attempt was 
made on the score of military necessity to deprive the Community 
of the burial-ground acquired a century before, and a few years 
later, when the erection of Succot was prohibited on the Feast of 
Tabernacles, owing to the danger of fire. Details regarding the 


intervention of the Board of Deputies of British Jews on both these 
occasions, may be found in Emanuel’s “A Century-and-a-Half of 
Jewish History.” Further sidelights on political events, and on 
families which played an important part in the internal life of the 
Community, can be sought in Toledano’s literary history of the Jews 
ef Morocco, “ Ner haMaarab.” At one period, during the nineteenth 
century, there was 4 deadly outbreak of plague in the city. Special} 
prayers were recited by the Community of Leghorn on behalf of 
their stricken coreligionists : a broadsheet containing them, hitherto 
unknown to bibliographers, has recently been presented to th.

Nazi Prestige in Austria Declining 


JEWS AND CATHOLICS 


Prince Hubertus zu Léwenstein has paid a further brief visit to 
Vienna from England (writes a JEWISH CHRONICLE representative). 


a definite declaration on behalf 
of the Austrian Government 
from the head of the Press 
and Propaganda Department, 
Legationsrat Wasserbaeck, 
that the Jewish people could 
rest assured that in no circum- 
stances would the Austrian 
Government indulge in any 
steps which savoured of anti- 
Semitism. Herr Wasserbaeck, 
it will be recalled, when Press 
Attache at the Austrian Lega- 
tion in Berlin, was imprisoned 
by the Nazis in flagrant breach 
of diplomatic etiquette. 

The assurance against anti- 
Semitism was also given by other members of the Austrian 
Government. Prince zu Léwenstein is an ardent friend of the 
Jewish people, and for many months now has been fighting with 
might-and main on behalf of the Jews of Germany. He told me 
that he had been in Vienfa for four days, his object in going there 
being to study the situation for himself at first hand and to obtain 
information in connection with anti-Semitism. He had a number 
of conferences with the Cardinal Archbishop of Vienna, with whom 
he also discussed the subject of anti-Semitism. 
with the Archbishop he was convinced, he said, that he was trying 
to bring about a lasting reconciliation of all the parties in Austria. 
Chancellor Dolifuss was also working towards this end and was 
in close contact with the Cardinal, The Prince said that he had 
every reason to believe that the Chancellor's attitude towards the 
various outstanding questions confrénting Austria, approximated 
closely to those of the Cardinal Archbishop. 

An important outcome of Prince Hubertus’ visit was his appoint- 
ment to the Presidium of an organisation which is destined to play 
an important part in the future of Austria, the League of Freedom. 
This League stands staunchly and undeviatingly for the precious 
principles of social peace and justice. From this point of view, it 
is Of peculiar significance to the Jews of Austria. “It will be one 
of the objects of this League,” said the Prince, * to heal the political 
and racial wounds which exist.’’ 

Prince Léwenstein was at particular pains to point out that 
Chancellor Dollfuss “is indulging,’ to use his own words, “ in a 
peace policy’; that” he is not anti-Semitic and must be supported 
by every possible means by the whole world, because the overthrow 
of Dollfuss would mean the installation of Hitlerism.” This fact, 
he declared, should sink deeply into the minds of all to whom 
Nazism and all for which it stands are obnoxious and loathsome. 

“ Are the Nazis very powerful in Austria?" I asked the Prince. 

“ They have undoubtedly suffered a severe loss of prestige,” he 
replhed. 

So far as the economic situation is concerned, Prince Léwen- 
stein, prefacing his remarks by saying that Austria liv {| on the 
tourist traffic, said that if they wanted to save Austria's independence, 
let them send as many English visitors to Austria as possible, par- 
ticularly in view of the fact that the Nazi Government had imposed 
au thousand mark tax on any German going to Austria. It was very 
essential, therefore, that visitors from other countries should make 
up the loss. “To keep Austria safe from the Nazis,” he declared, 

ineans a very heavy defeat for Hitler.” 

The Prince's mother is a daughter of the late Lord Pirbright 
who was formerly Baron Henry de Worms, President of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association. His mother was baptised and his father was 
a German Officer. The Prince himself is a deeply spiritual man 
and a devout Roman Catholic. 

Prince Lowenstein is known as a keen and shrewd student of 
men and affairs, so | was tempted to ask him how long he thought 
the Hitler regime in Germany would last. He replied that accord- 
ing to his most recent information he was convinced that the Nazis 
had arrived at the end of their tether, but that they would simply 
not admit that this was so. “The economic position in Germany 
could not be worse than it is. But since all the newspapers are 
rigidly censored, it can, in my opinion, continue for another two 
years. 

“Do not believe those,” he went on, “ who tell you that the 
Jewish position in Germany is improving. German Jews are forced 
to write letters to foreign countries stating that everything is well. 
lt is sheer blackmail.” 

Discussing the possibilities of Catholic Jewish co-operation in 
lighting the Nazi menace, he suggested such activities as anti-Nazi 
propaganda on a big scale, encouraging the tourist traffic to Austria, 
‘and, of course, subscribing financially towards every possible and 
efficacious means which would achieve the object that both Jews 
and Catholics had in view.

Investigating Nazi Activity

Government Preparations Go Forward 


HITLERITE PROPAGANDIST’S “STRENUOUS MONTH ” 

Preparations for the investigations into Nazi activity in the 
U.S.A, are rapidly going ahead. Mr. McCormack, representative for 
Massachusetts, has been appointed Chairman of the Congress 
Investigation Committee in place of Congressman Dickstein, the 
Chairman of the House Immigration Committee, who withdrew on 
the ground that a Jewish Chairman might be a hindrance to the 
work. Mr. McCormack is a Democrat and a Catholic. The House 
of Representatives has passed the Bill providing for the appropria- 
tion of £2,000 for investigation purposes. : 

“ Hitlerism has invaded America,” declares an article published 
in a magazine edited by Professor Moley, formerly a member of 
President Roosevelt's “ Brain Trust.” It is stated that Nazi propa- 
ganda is being pushed with “maximum intensity” in scores of 
cities and that troops wearing foreign uniform have been secretly 
drilling in nineteen cities, members having to prove their Aryan 
descent. 

According to the Nazi VOELKISCHER BEOBACHTER, Doug Brinkley, 
the well-known New York broadcaster, is making a tour of the 
United States giving pro-Nazi speeches in the tracks of Lord Marley, 
whose efforts he is trying to counteract. “The Jew-influenced 
Press,’ Brinkley is reported to have written to a friend in Bremen, 
is tearing me to pieces. . . . I shall try once again to win the radio 
for a German talk... Although I have a very strenuous month in 
front of me, I am far from despondent.” Brinkley’s subject, as 
announced, is “An unbiased view of the important events in 
Germany during the past exciting months.”

Fighting the Propaganda-Mongers 


Organised German Mischief-Making 
{From our Correspondent —QUEBEC 

Attempts to disseminate anti-Semitism in Canada are meeting 
with strong resistance. A notable step forward is the appearance in 
Montreal of a new French daily paper L’ORDRE, whose declared policy 
includes the stateinent, “ We will not stand for exploitation of 
patriotism, still less. of anti-Semitism, in our columns, in order to 
sell rubbish to the public—rubbish which, by the way, is as often as 
not of alien manufacture.” (This alludes to the widespread cam- 
paign in the Province of Quebec,.sponsored by a section of the anti- 
Semitic press, of * Achetez des Ndtres,” which is used as an excuse 
not to buy from Jews.) The founder and chief editor of L’ORDRE is 
Olivar Asselin, well known for his outspoken and broad-minded 
journalism. 

Investigations into Nazi activity reveal that the German news- 
paper Der Courter, of Regina, Saskatchewan, is one of those 
disseminating Nazi propaganda. It has been established that the 
all-Canadian “ German League of Canada Inc.” is headed by Professor 
Gerhardt, of Waterloo, Ontario, and that offices are owned in 
Winnipeg, Regina and Vancouver. 


The anti-Semitic candidate for the Mayoralty of Montreal, Mr. 
Salluste Lavery, has been heavily defeated in the election this week, 
receiving only 2,000 votes against 90,000 polled by the successful 
candidate, Mr. Camillien House. Lavery conducted his campaign on 
a definitely anti-Jewish platform, using the Swastika as his emblem 
and having the assistance of Storm Troops. Two of the three Jewish 
candidates for the Board of Aldermen, Messrs. Joseph Shubert and 
Max Seigler, have been elected.

THE ARGENTINE—Though there was no official boycott declared 
against German goods, the Guilds organised by the Jewish Chamber of 
Commerce are doing excellent work. German imports to the Argentine 
fell 40 per cent. in the second halfof 1933. Much difficulty is encountered 
in replacing German toys, though the local industry is slowly developing. 
Immigration of German refugees into the Argentine is as yet very slight. 
Most of the arrivals have means to enter the country and the very few 
third-class immigrants are easily dealt with. It is very . problematic 
whether the Argentine Government will allow mass immigration of Jews 
into the country. However, influential local bodies or personalities as 
well as external political influences may lead to an understanding with 
the Government. It is interesting to note thatin 1932 and 1933, 25,000 
emigrants left the country, and that there was practically no immigration. 


HOLLAND 


German-Jewish Professors for Dutch University

The Fight for Austrian Status 
Dollfuss Receives Jewish Leader 


The position of Austrian Jéws still remains unregulated, and 
determined efforts are made to arrive at a settlement. 
Chancellor Dollfuss last week received Dr. Desider Friedmann, the 
President of the Vienna Jewish Community,in private audience. It 
is learnt that Dr. Friedmann was received with marks of respect 
and was informed of the general lines of the forthcoming constitu. 
tion which, it is believed, will not curtail Jewish rights. Rumours 
of differentiation between Jews on the basis of the duration of their 
citizenship seem to be unfounded, and. in well-informed Jewish 
quarters it is regarded as certain that the provisions of the Treaty 
of St. Germain rule‘out any possibility of changes being made in 
regard to the citizenship status of the Austrian Jews. Sections of 
the Austrian press, however, take the line that there is nothing in 
the Treaty to preyent the application of a numerus clausus. 

A statement by Archduke General Joseph Ferdinand of Habs. 
burg in the NEUES WIENER JOURNAL is far more cordial. “We 
Austrians respect the ideas and distinctiveness of all peoples,’ 
“ | believe that the Jews can be good Austrians, because 
it is the privilege of Austria to offer a wide framework to all peoples 
The Union of Austrian Jews unanimously adopted 
the following resolution at a fully-attended meeting: “ The Union 
stunds true to the principles laid down fifty years ago, the main- 
tenance of our religion and the unbreakable tie with the Austrian 
Fatherland. These principles will continue to be upheld by the 
Union in the futare. To our Fatherland, Austria, with whose 
Christian fellow-citizens we are bound in culture and in love of 
the Fatherland, we shall always give our best as equal citizens and 
steadfastly repudiate, as we have always done, every movement 
towards a separate status.”

Demands for anti-Jewish discrimination are being vigorously 
combated, and in reply to the outcry of the anti-Semities that the 
Jews have flooded the Vienna University, the NEUE WELT, of Vienna.

On the other hand, a 
healthy sign for future Moslem-Jewish relations is the appearance 
in Cairo of a new Arab weekly, Et Asr (“ The Century"), aiming at 
better understanding between the two Communities. 

Egyptian Jewry has, in addition, two important distinctions to 
record, both of significance in Arab-Jewish relations. Dr. Hilal 
Farhi, author of a Hebrew-Arabic Dictionary, has been created a 
Knight of the Order of the Nile.

Bene-Israel Claim Full Jewish Rights 


Test-Case Against a Synagogue 


'From our Correspondent—RANGOON | 

A case of unusual interest is stirring the Jews of Burma to a 
pitch of high excitement. A group ofthe Bene-Israel have instituted 
a lawsuit ogainst the trustees of the “ Musmiah Yeshua” Synagogue 
as a consequence of their being debarred from exercising their 
franchise in the Synagogue elections. The case, though local, is of 
extreme importance to the entire Bene-Israel population of India. 
lt is now before the High Court of Judicature in Rangoon and is 
expected to drag on for months and to entail the expenditure of 
large sums. 

When Haham Dr. Gaster, after a careful and exhaustive study 
of the problem, expressed himself in favour of extending full 
religious rights to the Bene-Israel as enjoyed by all other Jews, 
the Beth El Synagogue accepted his authority. On the other hand, 
the “ Musmiah Yeshua” Synagogue clings to the contrary opinion of 
the Bagdad Hahamim that the Bene-Israel could only enjoy full 
religious rights if and when they promise to conform to certain 
Orthodox Jewish practices. It is worthy of note that when the East 
India Company granted a parce! of land in 1857 for the purpose of 
erecting a Synagogue, it clearly stated that it was to be used for 
Divine Worship by all persons professing the Jewish Faith. Many 
Jews are only too willing to adopt a liberal attitude towards their 
Bene-Israel co-religionists and grant them full Jewislr.rights and 
privileges. . Others, however, do not deem the Bene-Israel sufficiently 
Orthodox to associate with them in religious life. 

The decision of the Court in this momentous legal battle will 
create a precedent and serve to settle finally this thorny question 
among Burma Jewry. |

Annual Report to the League 

A generally satisfactory report of the rescue and vigilance work done 
in 1933, in spite of continued adverse conditions, was delivered to the 
Permanent Committee of the League of Nations Voluntary Organisations 
on ‘Traffic in Women and Children, at its thirteenth session in Geneva, by 
the Jewish Association for the Protection of Girls, Women and Children, 
which was represented as for many years past by Mr. S. Cohen. 

It was revealed that the evils which the Association were combating 
had shown no tendency to arise despite the prevailing crisis, and that the 
intervention of the Association in this respect had been even less necessary 
than in more normal times. Vigilance work had not been relaxed in the 
coubtries in touch with the Central Office in London, and there was little 
indication’ of any i crease in the number of trafficking cases. 

While continuous communication has been maintained with the 
\ssociation’s correspondents existing abroad, it had unfortunately not 
been possible to enlarge the field of work, greatly as such development 
was required in several countries. | 

The Association, the report concludes, had for many years concerned 
itself with several aspects of Child Reclamation and Welfare; and in order 
to make this fact generally known, the title of the Association had now 
been altered to include the word“ Children.” 


Help for Refugee Students 


Well over one thousand German emigré students have been given 
financial or other assistance within the last nine months by the Inter- 
national Student Service, the organisation designated by Mr. McDonald, 
the Refugees Commissioner, as the one which should take full responsibility 
for all assistance granted to emigrant students. 

Some one hundred and eleven students, continues a recent report, have 
received scholarships by which they have been enabled either to continue 
their studies in their chosen fields or to take work which will fit them for 
Professions in which they are more likely to find employment. It: is 
pointed out that relief has been strictly constructive in character, being 
“iven to those students alone who have plans and good prospect of being 
able to support themselves within a reasonably short period. 

The sum of £3,000 has been involved in the work, of which the main 
part has been carried on by the Geneva, Paris and London offices of the 
International Student Service. Committees in Holland, Scotland and the 
United States, as well as special collaborators in Belgium, Italy, Palestine, 
Spain and Turkey have also played important r6les.

CONFIDENCE IN THE EXECUTIVE 


REVISIONIST DISSOLUTION UPHELD 


The future of the Jewish Colonial Trust, which with the 
beginning of 1934 transferred its banking business to the Anglo- 
Palestine Bank Ltd., came up for discussion at the resumed meeting 
of the Actions Committee and plans were put forward to revive the 
Jewish Colonial Trust eventually as a renewed financial instrument 
for serving new purposes. 

The immigration resolutions were introduced by Mr. Isaac Griin- 
baum, member of the Jewish Agency Executive in charge of the Immi- 
gration Departmet. It was resolved, among other things. that Chalutzim 
receiving certificates must not be under 18 or over 27, and must have 
completed Hachsharah training); that small merchants are to receive 


immigration certificates only on transferring a sum of £250 to Palestine. | 


It was also resolved to recognise the Chalutzim Section of the Jewish 
State Party. 

The functions of the Palestine Immigration Offices have been finally 
defined in a statute drawn up by the Immigration Section and approved 
by the Committee, which provides, inter a'ia, that each Palestine office 
is to consist of re, resentatives of all the croups represent: d at the last 
Zionist Congress, and that the Jewish Agency can dissolve any Palestine 
office which is working contrary to instructions. 


Viennese Poale Zion 


No Palestine immigration cortificates will be sent to Austria, and the 
Palestine Immigration Office in Vienna will not be recognised by the 
Zionist Executive until the Poale Zionists who have been expelled from 
membership of the Palestine Office are given back their seats. 

It was resolved to authorise the Executive to complete negotiations 
for a big loan for the consolidation of the indebtedness of the Jewish 
Agency, and also to place the Jewish Agency settlements on a self- 
supporting basis. The Executive is thereby given full powers for signing 
any guarantees or pledges, even such as may affect the budgetary 
rights of the Congress. : 

The Cemmittee decided to wage war against land speculation ; that 
sabotage propaganda against the Keren Hayesod and the Jewish Natioual 
Fund is to be considered a breach of Zionist discipline; and that the 
Hechaluz representatives in the Palestine Offices in all parts of the world 
will henceforth have full voting powers on al! questions, instead of voting, 
as hitherto, only on questions concerning Chalutz immigration. 

A resolution was adopted that any provocation or violence within the 
Zionist ranks abroad or in Palestine, no matter from which side, is to be 


severely punished, the measures to be taken including also expulsion . 


from the Zionist Organisation. 

lt was resolved to establish obligatory abitration between Labour and 
employers, and also to set up Labour Exchange Bureaus where labour 
and employers’ organi-ations will be represented equally, with the Central 
Bureau consisting of one-third labour, one-third employers and one-third 
inrpartial persons. Employment is to be given to everybody without 
distinction of the fraction to which he belongs, on the principle of 
consecutive registration. 


Political Resolutions 


Among the political resolutions adopted by the Actions Committee 
meeting are the following: 

Opposition to the projected Palestine Income Tax. ‘To forward to the 
Palestine Government ademand that it should legalise the residence of 
Jews already living in the country who entered as tourists and have 
adopted themselves for permanent residence. To reduce the sum of £250 
required for artisans. To remove the difficulties in the way of tourist 
traffic. That the Government should increase the number of immigration 
certificates in accordance with the Jewish economic absorptive capacity 
of the country and not according to political motives. That tourists 
should be given permission to settle permanently in the country in 
accordance with the existing laws. That the age limit for immigration 
certificates should be forty-five instead of thirty-five. That formal 
hindrances should be abolished in favour of refugees from Soviet Russia 
now in Middle Asia and in danger of repatriation to the Soviet Union. 

The resolutions adopted include one approving the attitude of the 
Executive on the Revisionist petition movement; and one rejecting the 
Revisionist demand to annul the Zionist Executive decision depriving 
the Trumpeldorists collectively of their rights to immigration certificates. 

it is stipulated that the entire property acquired by the funds for 
German Jewish, settlement in Palestine should eventually pass to the 
ownership of the Keren Hayesod. A third of the funds for German Jews 
should be spent for land acquisition. 

The closing session turned mainly on the religious demands of the 
Mizrachi... The Actions Committee resolved that all agreements with 
colonists settled on Jewish Agency land, or National Fund land, should 
contain a clause obliging the settler to observe the Sabbath. This was 
not considered sufficient, however, by the Mizachi, who thereupon refused 
to enter the Executive. :

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The Palestine Court at the Imperial Institute

A BIGGER AND BETTER DISPLAY 

A representative of Tuk JEWISH CHRONICLE paid a visit, recently, 
to the Imperial Institute, South Kensington, for the purpose of 
inspecting the Palestine Court there, While in the Institute he met 
Mr. Rolph, who was in charge of the department during the absence 
of the Curator. Mr. Rolph had several interesting things to say 
about the Palestine Exhibit. 

He considers that the present Exhibit is shabby and unrepre- 
sentative. This, of course, was not the fault of the authorities, 
who were dependent upon the various Governments of the 
countries represented to keep the exhibits up-to-date and representa. 
tive. The authorities at the Institute, however, had been in touch 
with the Palestine Government on the subject, and Sir Arthur 
Wauchope, the High Commissioner, had shown himself greatly 
interested inthe matter. He had appointed a committee, with Mr. 
A. F. Nathan as Chairman, and among the members of which was Mr. 
0. Tolkowsky, to examine the situation. The result of their labours 
was that the form of a new exhibit had been practically decided upon 
and the Palestine Government intended to include a substantial 
grantin the estimates for 1934-35 for this purpose. It is understood 
that a further sum will be raised for the same purpose by the 
industries of the country; and it is also anticipated that the 
Government will make an annual contribution to ensure the future 
maintenance of the Court.

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Workers Houses in Palestine

The first Annual Meeting of the Palestine Co-operative Invest- 
ment Trust Ltd., was held at the Anglo-Palestine Club recently. 
The Chairman, Dr. Maurice Sorsby, in submitting his report, 
stated that the Trust was organised at the beginning of 1933 to 
provide long term credits for co-operative undertakings in Palestine. 
As the greatest need at the present moment is to provide houses 
for the working population, the Trust has decided to make its 
first investments by financing thirty new houses at Kfar Saba. 
Every £65 enables a Jewish working family to build a house 
and plant a vegetable garden. The Trust's investments are 
secured both by the mortgage on the house and a guarantee of the 
Workers Bank. The mortgages are repayable in instalments 
within a period of six years. The Trust is receiving 6 per cent. on 
its investments and is paying to the shareholders 5 per cent. The 
Report and Balance-sheet were adopted. Messrs. L. Gildesgame 
and M. Lachowsy have been elected Directors in the place of the 
two who have retired in rotation. 


Jewish Dockers for Palestine 
| 

The poverty of Salonika Jewry bas led to a great demand for 
Palestine certificates. On the other hand, there is a demand in 
Palestine for skilled dockers and port-workers such as abound in 
Salonika. For some time efforts have been made to co-ordinate 
these demands, and in August, 1933, a visit to Salonika by a repre- 
sentative of the Histadrut Haovdim was followed by the emigration 
to Haifa of 130 families. The Zionist authorities now propose to 
transfer numbers of Salonika workers to Jaffa and elsewhere. It is 
reported that the Jewish National Fund has bought an area of 
land in Haifa as a special quarter for the dockers, while Greek 
Zionists of Tel-Aviv have already collected nearly £1,000 towards 
the building of cottages. 


Canadian Campaign for Palestine 

Mrs. A. J. Freiman, O.B.E., has been elected Chairman of the 
“ United Palestine Appeal "’ to be opened on April 15th throughout 
the Dominion. The Hon. R. B. Bennett, Prime Minister, has 
promised to open the campaign with an appeal to be broadcast 
throughout Canada. The slogan of the campaign, which aims at 
collecting 40,000 dollars, is “A Homeland for the Homeless,” as the 
money will be-used mainly for the purpose of settling refugee 
German Jews in Palestine.” 


Increased J.N.F. Receipts 

The receipts of the Jewish National Fund at the head office in 
Jerusalem for January are the highest so far for that month, 
amounting to £24,627. The total for the quarter from October was 
£58,172, compared with £45,480 for the same quarter last year. 


Dr. Weizmann to Go to America. 

Dr. Weizmann has left Palestine and will shortly proteed to America 
to attend the Conference of American Friends of the Hebrew University, 
which will be held on May 12th. He will report to it in his capacity as 
President of the University. Dr. J. L. Magnes, the Chancellor of the 
Hebrew University, has also left for New York to attend the Conference.

She was left 
a widow with a fortune at the age of twenty-one. Her daughter, by 
marrying the heir of the first Viscount Galway, was the first Jewess to 
enter the British peerage, and she is the ancestress of Viscount Galway 
and of the Marquis of Crewe. Kitty left the Jewish faith after success- 
fully defending two remarkable suits brought by ber cousin Philip, the 
brother of Emanuel Da Costa, the scientist. One was for breach 
of promise and the other for £100,000 damages. She afterwards 
married William Mellish; of Blyth, Notts, who was elected M.P. for 
Retford in 1741, and helped to bring down Walpole. Her Jewish son, 
Abraham, renamed William on baptism, was anxious to enter Parlia- 
ment at a Nottingham by-election in 1758, but was turned down by the 
Duke of Newcastle... He was the first of Jewish birth to aspire to sit at 
Westminster. Mr. Landa further mentioned that since the publication of 
the novel, Lord Galway had sent him the Will of the third Viscount, which 
showed that he had bequeathed an annuity of £150 to his mother's cousin 
whose father had been disinheritced for following the lead of his sister, 
Kitty Villareal, and marrying out of the faith. .Lord Galway also believes 
he has identified Villarca) Farm where Kitty lived.

Charter. You have, indeed, like Boaz, “ not left off your kindness to the 
living and the dead.” You have not alone acted kindly towards the living 
by receiving them hospitably at your house, and energetically assisting 
them in their mournful duty, but also towands the dead, by exerting your- 
self to have our co-religionists buried in our gronnd, and according to our 
rites. May our heavenly Father reward you for your acts of humanity 
and true philanthropy !’ 

"The Old Hebrew congregation of Liverpool thus expressed them... 
selves through their Secretary : 


‘REVEREND SIR. The wardens of this congregation have learned with 


great pleasure that in addition to those indefatigable exertions. at the

ALDERMAN MORRIS REPLIES TO CRITICISM 
[From Our Correspondent] | 


Alderman H. Morris, J.P., presided at the Monthly Meeting of 
the Board, and welcomed the newly-elected members of the Com. 
mittee. He then referred to a paragraph which had recently 
appeared in the columns of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE concerning 
certain remarks which he had made at the Aunual Meeting of 
the Board a few weeks previously. What he said on that occasion 
was that, whilst there were a large number of co-religionists in 
Leeds who contribut-d generously to the Board's resources, it 
irritated him to know the palpable injustice done to an institution 
like the Board by large numbers of members who were quite well 
off and who refused to contribute their adequate share. Further. 
more, he felt that the full extent of the work done by the Board 
needed more general publicity than it had hitherto received, and 
that was the reason why he took the step of giving the meet- 
ing the publicity which it received in the local non-Jewish 
press. There had appeared, said Alderman Morris, in the 
columns of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, which reported the Annual 
Meeting of the Board, what purported to be a severe criticism of 
himself for having been so tactless as to give voice, in the local non- 
Jewish press, to the failure of some Jews to dotheir duty. He 
regretted that some person had thought fit to express those 
criticisms, because in his opinion, they were subversive of the true 
interests of the Board. He (Alderman Morris) held that, in his 
position as President, and in view of his long experience in the 
administration of charity, he was the best judge as to what he should 
say or what be should not say on public occasions. That would 
in the future also be his policy. He would certainly not relinquish 
his leading position on the Board until he, as well as those whom he 
served, were of opinion that they could find someone better able 
than himself to act in the best interests of an important institution 
like the Jewish Board of Guardians.

Cold Sweets Containing Fruit 


Prune Whip 
Prunes, 4 Ib. Whites of three eggs. 
Sugar, 4 ozs. Lemon juice, 4 teaspoonful. 

SOAK the prunes overnight in sufficient water to cover. The following 
day, stew them in this water until very soft. Then remove the stones and 
rub through a's eve, adding the juice. Return to the saucepan; add the 
sugar, and cook gently for five minutes, or longer, until the liquid is 
absorbed, Leave till cold. Add the stiffly whipped white of egg and 
lemon juice, and bake in a moderate oven until set (fifteen to twenty 
minutes). Serve cold with boiled custard or cream. 


Apricot Filan 
Small tin of apricots. 
Flour, 7 ozs. 
Margarine, 5 ozs. Cold water. 
Baking powder, 1 level teaspoonful. Pinch of salt. 

App the salt and baking powder to the flour and sieve it into a bowl. 
Rub in the margarine until like fine crumbs. Beat up the egg yolk with 
about three dessertspoonfuls of cold water. Add to the flour and mix 
to a stiff paste, adding a little more water if necessary. Grease a flan 
ring and place it on a greased baking tin. (If a flan ring is not available, 
use a deep sandwich tin). Roll out the pastry, as near a circle as possible 
aud about one-eighth-of-an-inch thick. Vlace it inside the flan ring and 
press it into shape ; trim off the rough edge at the top. Cover the pastry 
with greased paper and put in a layer of uncooked rice. Cook in a hot 
oven from fifteen to twenty minutes until very lightly browned. Remove 
the rice and leave till cold. Strain the syrup from the apricots; add the 
sugar and boil to a very thick syrup. Arrange the apricots in the flan 
with the cut side downwards. When the syrup is almost cold, pour it 
overthem. The syrup should be sufficiently thick to form a jelly when 
cold. The rice can be saved and used for a similar purpose again, 


Loaf sugar, 1 oz 
Yolk of one egg. 


Pears with Chocolate Sauce 
One tin preserved pears. Chocolate, 3 ozs. White of an egg. 
DRAIN off the syrup and arrange the pears in a glass bowl. Heat up 
the syrup and melt the chocolate in it. Beat the white of egg to a stiff 
froth, and whip it into the hot sauce after removing from the fire. Pour 
the sauce over the pears and serve cold. 


Apple Mousse 
Apples, 2 Ibs. 
Water, 4 gill. | Whites of two eggs. 
Red currant jelly, 2 tablespoonfuls. Glacé cherries. 

STEW the apples with half-a-gill of water and sufficient sugar until 
quite soft; then rub through a sieve. Beat in the jelly and leave the 
mixture to get cold. Whip the egg whites to a stiff froth; fold them into 
the apple mixture. Pile up in a glass bowl and decorate with glacé

Maccabi Conference in Budapest 


A meeting of the Advisory Committee of the Maccabi World Union 
was hell in Budapest on the 3rd inst. Dr. H. Lelewer (of London), repre- 
senting the Executive of the Maccab? World Union, and de'egates 
from Maccabi organisations of eleven countries, including France, Austria, 
Czechoslovakia, Germany, Poland, Hungary, Rumania, Jugoslavia and 
Bulgaria, who took part in the Conference, were greeted by the leaders of 
th» Jewish Community in Badapest. Addresses of welcome were 
delivered by Dr. Stern, President of the Budapest Jewish Congregation, 
(berregierungsrat, Dr. Parkany, and the Chief ‘Rabbi, Dr. Simon 
Hevesi. Dr. Lelewer thanked them in the name of Maccabi and 
the assembled delegates. In the evening a banquet was held in 
honour of Maccabi, at which more than one hundred people were 
present. Dr. Stern spoke during the evening and Dr. Lelewer 
replied on behalf of the guests. It was decided to send a telegram 
of greeting to Lord Melchett, as Patron of the Maccabi Movement. 
The Couference itself was concerned mainly with the Second Maccabiah 
which is to be held in Palestine in April, 1935. It was decided that all 
preparations, whether in respect of organisation, political quest'ons, 
finance, propaganda or transport, should be made’ through the Central 
Office in London. The Palestine Maccabi were entrusted with the 
planoing of the Maccabiah programme, and the Olympic programme was 
to be used as a basis for the competitions. The technical reports from 
Mr. Sehbarf and Mr. Beinhacker, both of Prague, on Gymnastics and 
Sport, were approved. Invitations will be sent to all other Jewish 
Gymnastic and Sports organisations in Palestine to take part in the 
Maccabiah in «special Invitation Competitions in all branches of sport. 
It was decided that, in addition to the Press Bareaux in London. and 
Jerusalem, a similar office be opened in Warsaw. 

A meeting will be held in Sheffield on the 22nd inst. for the purpose 
of forming a Branch of the British Maccabi Association. Dr. L. Jacobs 
will deliver an address, and Dr. Pronn will play in a tennis match during 
the afternoon.

A SERVICE. FOR YOUTH 


A Correspondent writes; 

Jewish communal activities comprise so many forms of cultor.! 
athletic and social organisations that it is all the more surprising to fic 
people of thinkers (as we undonbtedly are) with no semt-official fornm op.» 
to all partics and all shades of opinion, where the Jewish ‘‘man in ti» 
street’ can expr: ss his views, voice his grievances and offer constriuctiy, 
criticism on the affairs of the Community. Many of the soc al clubs civ, 
a fair portion of their t me to debating ; but it must be admitted, while i 
no way wishing to decry their efforts, that their work is relative! 
unimportant as far as reflecting the opinion of the Community as a whol 
is concerned aud, farthermore, their debates are not confined to subjcc': 
of communal interest. 

In other words. there is no all-Jewish debating foram of any diner 
sion, and it is high-time that this deficiency was remedied. The Soci | 
that I have in mind world pot be a debating circle confined to jo. 
a few members, but something run on the lines of the famous Hampstead 
Parliament, where adequate debating machinery is organised to allo’ 
people tim» to prepare their thonghts for delivery aud to secure 1) 
matters dealt with being extensively discussed. It wonlkd be a pila: 
form for the people, a yo! ae © where the layman could express his views. 
and where also the experienced communal worker could correct popula: 
error and bring the benetit of his knowledge to bear on the subject. The. 
are scores of important communal matters on which the o dinary pers: 
thinks very differently from our communal leaders, and here would be 1» 
excellent opportunity for him to substantiate or correct his opinion. 


Training School for Future Deputies 


It would be an ideal training ground for our fature “ Deputies” in 
thinking out problems and in handling them cfficiently in debate.

definitely as pure discussions in no way linked to any specific action 
The importance of public debating of communal problems may be gauge! 
by the valuable suggestions that have been mooted during the debates anc 
lectures of the Great Synagogue Guild. A small band of enthusiastic 
young workers would be snfficient to carry the project into effect, provided 
they secured the backing of our communal leaders. The cost would be 
very little and the results would repay the effort involved many times over.

The West Ham Jewish Social 
Club, however, draws its members from the Synagogue in the sonth of 
the iorough, which is a Constituent of the Federation. One would expect 
that (he Federation, with all its fiuancial reserves, would awaken to the 
orying needs of its Synagognes for some help in providing facilities for 
young men and women to meet together in.a Jewish environment, either 
by direct grants for this purpore or grants-in-aid. Yet it seems most 
vonial that although magnificent cheques may be voted to reward 
honorary Officers, not a soul has the courage to put the money of the 
Fedoration to use by encouraging the erection of Communal Centres 
on the model of those so thoughtfully provided with the assistance of the 
Init) | Synagogue. While the Federation ignores the social needs of the 
youn. people in its own Synagogues, it can Seat expect little more than 
the <n ers that it obtains from many of us young men and women.

BY OUR CITY EDITOR 


Practically every department of the Stock Exchange from 
British Funds to the most speculative of mining shares is active 
and good. The Budget statement due on Tuesday is awaited with 
exceptional interest. Some relief in taxation is regarded as virtually 
assured. This has the effect of stimulating activity in investment 
stocks. The new 3 per cent. Funding Loan at 98 per cent. was over- 
subscribed and although the price went to } discount at one 
time, it soon recovered to par. Home industrials have a big follow- 
ing. The feeling is that reduction in taxation will be of material 
assistance to industry. There is a boom in West African mining 
shares. A continuance of activity is expected, although several 
companies whose shares are now enjoying a big premium may 
eventually prove very inferior propositions. Other properties in 
the course of development may easily become famous in years to 
come. South Africans are helped by Union Budget proposals. 
Activity in this section is also considerable and likely to continue. 
In fact, most markets, with the possible exception of oils, have a 
strong following but it is hoped that speculation will be kept within 
reasonable bounds. 


Investments 


The Cunard Meeting 


More than usual interest was taken in the speech of Sir Percy 
E. Bates, Chairman of the Cunard Steam Ship Company, at the 
Annual Meeting of the undertaking last Wednesday. This was 
partly due to the resumption of work on the liner No. 534 building 
at Clydebank, but alsoin the point at which the Company has arrived 
in its development. For ninety-four years as a private and public 
Company, the undertaking has been operating its steamers across 
the Atlantic. For sixty-three years it has been in direct competition 
with the Oceanic Company running the White Star Line. Before 
the next accounts are published, the interests of the two concerns 
will be merged. It is a development of vital importance to British 
interests of all kinds. The new Cunarder will be launched in 
October or November of this year, but it will be some considerable 
time before any order for a second vessel will be placed. The 
Cunard Company, with its enormous popularity, is holding its own 
under very depressed conditions; while the Chairman regards con. 
ditions as improving in general, which must have a reflection upon 
the fortunes of the shipping undertaking.

country from early times to the present day. He is at pains to stick 
to his subject, which is “ the use of money or credit for the acquiring 
of stocks and shares,” and allied subjects such as money lending, bank- 
ing, and the private purchase of land and property, are only touched on 
so far as they have direct bearing on the matter in hand. 

It is in the 16th century, and more particularly in Elizabethan 
days and the latter half of that century, that the author discerns the 
first developments of investment history in this country, with the 
companies of “‘ merchant adventurers " and the establishment of the 
principle of common trading and the sharing of profits. 

Mr. Ripley goes back two hundred years before this, however, to 
the 14th century, to find the seedling of the plant which first flowered 
in Elizabethan times. The event which he marks as giving the first 
opportunity for the conception of investment to take shape in England 
is the policy enforced during the reign of Edward III of expelling 
Jews from England. 

Until the 14th century the condemnation by both Church and 
State of the taking of interest meant drastic circumscription of economic 
activity. Indeed, it was not until the time of Henry VIII in the 16th 
century, that the State first legally recognised the taking of interest. 
‘* But there is no reason to doubt,” says Mr. Ripley, “‘ that Edward III's 
drastic decree destroyed the monopoly in England of money lending by 
the Jews ; from that time forth dislike of paying for financial services 
rendered could no longer have as a defence prejudice against a race 
specially fitted by its own troubled history to assess the margin of risk 
run in the provision of what was later to be known as capital.’’ Here, 
then, was the inception of State modification of attitude towards the 
taking of interest. 


In contrast to the policy of Edward LII it is interesting 1 «note 
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that more than 300 years later it was the accession of William of 
Orange to the English throne which stimulated a movement of Jews 
from Holland to this eountry, bringing with them their undoubted 
talents cultivated in @ country far more advanced in financial technique 
at that time than England. 

There is One comment in the book, in the chapter on speculative 
practices, which, by reason of its personal character, we cannot 
forbear (rom quoting. says“. . . speculators differ very much in 
che qx ount of skill and knowledge which they possess . . . Some are 
men with @ elose grasp of economics and well acquainted with the 
of financial history, while others, more particularly those of 
Jowi-h birth, act almost instinetively.”’ This appears to be one of those 
which, as Panch says, ** might have been better expressed.”

MERGER PROSPECTS 


THE NEXT BIG SHIP 


The fifty-seventh Ordinary General Meeting of the Cunard Steaw- 


ship Company, Ltd., was held at Cunard Building, Liverpool, on 
Wednesday. 


Sir Percy Bates, Bart., C.B.E., Chairman, who presided, said : To-day 
the Cunard Company stands almost at the end of an epoch which will be 
certainly concluded before the next Annual Meeting. rate 

For forty years as a private company, and fifty-four years as a public 
company, or ninety-four years in all, the Cunard Company has itself been 
operating mail and passenger and cargo steamers across the Atlantic to 
and from the United States. Since 1871, or for sixty-three years, this 
direct operation has been accompanied by competition from the Oceanic 
Company running the White Star Line. Before our next accounts are in 
print our direct operation will have ceased, and our North Atlantic 
interests will be owned by the new Merger Company. 


NORTH ATLANTIC TRAFFIC 


Our main business, viz., that in the North Atlantic trade, continued to be 
dominated by thé economic crisis through which the United States has been 
passing. The abandonment of the gold standard caused a steady decline in the 
value of the dollar. Naturally, this considerably affected the value of ou: 
revenues collected in America, as well as that portion of ovr receipts collected 
on a dollar basis in Europe. Passenger and freight traffic in the United States 
of America had in any case been materially affected by the period of financial 
stringency and resultant disorganisation, so that despite the most heroic efforts 
the tide continued to run strongly against us for the greater part of the year 

YOu may be interested to know something about the actual traffic com) 
tions of 1933. The total number of passengers crossing the Atlantic in that vear 
was 970,000, which showed a falling off even on the figures of the preceding 
year. As far as our own services were concerned, we could not avoid being 
affected by this genera! reduction of travel, although it was at least some can 
for satisfaction that our first-class business was practically maintained at the 
previous year’s level, and stood up better to the trying conditions which 
prevailed. In this respect it is interesting to notice that the first-class business 
Of the Italian Lines showed a substantial increase due no doubt to the fact that 
they have recentiy angmented their tonnage in the North Atlantic trade by the 
addition of the ** Rex ’’ and ** Conte di Savoia.” 


“SEE AMERICA” CAMPAIGN 


Experiments are always an interesting thing to watch and in this respect 
the developments in the United States are no exception. We, in the Cunard 
Company, are now engaged in trying to convince the travelling public here of 
the advantages of making a trip to the other side—whether for pleasure or 
business—by the introduction of orgamised or pre-arranged tours. The time is 
propitious, as the fall in the value of the dollar, vis-d-vis the pound, coupled with 
the low prices now ruling in both the States and Canada, offer the most excellent 
opportunity for seeing those countries which has presented itself since the cloke 
of the War. The avérage American is much more of a long-distante trave!ler 
than we on this side, but the impression seems to have got round that owing to 
the higher value of sterling: conditions would be more difficult for them here 
this year than in the past. We are anxious to dispel this feeling, and from 
what we know conditions of travel in this conntry have never .been 36 
abundant or so cheap as they are now, while I feei I am right in.thimking that 
the whole country has become conscious of the desirability of encouraging 
visitors from abroad to come here in ever-increasing numbers. I am glad to be 
able to pay a. tribute to the splendid work which the Travel and Development 
Association, under the guidance of Lord Derby, has been able to accomplish iu 
this direction, 

When I spoke to you at our meeting Jast year, ‘I made reference to the 
experiment we had carried out in the burning of coal and oil in combination, 
and which had proved to be entirely satisfactory. Since then progress has been 
voing on steadily. The result of all tests has confirmed our discovery, anda 
has now passed to the point where, in conjunction with ot her important inte res{s, 
the question of its commercial development is being actively pursued. 


NO. 534—-AND A SECOND SHIP 


You will like to hear something about ‘* No. 534.” The economic basis of 
the ship remains unchanged. Notoriously the Atlantic trade is a hazardous 
one, but your Directors have seen no reason. to revise the ideas which have 
given rise to the ship, and are anxious to proceed to the consideration of a 
second ship. To obviate any possibte misunderstanding, I would like to say 
that som... considerable time must elapse before any order for a second 
ship could be given. We shall have a good ship in “* No 534,” but in view of the 
constant progress in naval architectare I would much like to see whether we 
eannot make the second ship even better, and this process will take some 
time. Itis, of course, a question to be studied by the Directors and officials of 
the Merger Company when formed, In addition, as provided by the Provisional 
Agreement for the formation of the Merger Company, it is. necessary to 
obtain Treasury sanction. |

MERGER COMPANY PROSPECTS 


In attempting to estimate the business prospects of the new company | 
think the best way is to assume that for the latter six months of 1934 the pro 
posed Merger Company will certainly do better than the two separate companicy 
and that the relative improvement will continue to increase for at least another 
year before it is complete.

< Jiffieult to believe that it is seven years since Raya Gar- 
ave her first recital in London, for, as her performance at 
the Aeolian Hall on Monday showed, she has made very little 
jsance ip artistry, even though her programme was built up rather 
gore of .olid works than formerly. In the Brahms violoncello 
sonata slie seemed to be all at sea, and impeccable tone and fluent 
owing ond fingering by no means made up for her evident 
‘ability to understand what Brahms was driving at. The Bach 
snaccom panied snite was miore to her mind, and the various move- 
ents were thrown off with remarkable ease. That, 1 suspect, is 
at present the trouble with Raya Garbousova, the technique comes 
«o easily to her that she ts presented with few problems in that 
jirection, and she 18 still not inclined towards the problems 
of interpretation that are even more important. Haydn's Concerto 
veduced “two-dimensional” scale sounds flat, as one would 
expect. The piano cannot sustain the long passages of purely 
arvbestral music, and when the violoncello takes up the task one 
nga suddenly to coneentrate again after the attention has been 
‘lnwed tO wander.

The projected | Mary's Lover’ would probably have been more 
suitable than th : original title to which this piece ha: retarned. ** Rip 
Tide"’ suggests such unusual entertainment that many of those it 
attracts may be disappointed to find apparently just another fast comedy 
of the upper ten. And this would be anjust, for Edwari Goulding, as 
author and dir ctor, has contrived to treat the familiar ‘‘ unfaithfal”’ 
character and situation with more honesty than is usual an', at the 
start, with fresh crazy wit. Half-way through the comedy takes 
one of those swift dives into sentimental melodrama and something near 
tragedy that are snch a feature of the current Hollywood product but 
the restrained polished direction remains. Though de-igned chiefly 
to afford Norma Shearer opportunity for a great come-back, the picture 
has a truly select cast.
